men as are wcdded to we wes, 02 of ſuch women that haue haſtphuſs 
bands. vet thercitgrew.s es 3 Tept togather it it liptfrom me like 
Tantalus frutt þ failes their Maſtet. At lat, wondzingat this ſecret 
qualicie, Jlearncd that none can weare it, be they Kings, but ſach as 
defire no moze then thep are bozne to, nce2 baut tbeir wiſhes abous 
heir foztuncs. Upon a banke bozdzing by,grew wemens weeds, Fes 
neui I meane fo; f:tterers, fit generally foz that @cre,ſith while tocy 
ict maidens,thry wiſh wantonly ; while they are wiues, —_ 
bo 
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wilftilp,while they are widdowes, they would willingly : and pet an 
theſe pzoud defires , are but cloſe diſſemblings. Pate adioyning 
tpꝛouted ont the Courtiers comfozt, Time: An herb that many ſtum - 
ble on, and pet onerſlip, whoſe tanke ſauonr and thicke lcanes haus 
this peculiar pꝛopettv, to makea@naile if ſhe taſte of the ſap,as [waiſt 
as aSwallgw,; yet ioyned with this pzeiudice, that if hee clime too 
haftily,ſhe fals too ſuddenly. Se thonght J ſaw diners pong Courtt- 
ers tread vpon it with bigh diſdaine; but as tbep paſt away,an Adder 
lurking there, bit them by the derles that they wept : and then I might 
perceine certaine Clownes in clowted ſhoone gather it, and tate of it 
with greedineſſe : which no ſooner was ſunke into their mawes, but 
they were metamo;phoſcd, and leckt as pꝛoudlp, thongh Peſants, as 
if they had been bozne to be P3inces companions. 

Amongf the reft of theſe changelings whom the talte of time hay 
thus altered, there were ſome that lifted their heads ſo bye, as if they 
had been bed tolokens lower then Stars : they thought Noli altum 
ſapete was rather the ſaying of a fole, then the cenſure of a Philoſo. 
pher,and therefoze ſtretcht themſelues on their tiptoes, as if they had 
bern a kindzed to the Lozd Tiptoft, ans began to diſdain their equals, 
ſcozne their inferiours, and tuen their betters, fo:getting now that 
time had taught them to ſap Palſe: how befoze they had playde the 
Clarks pert to ſay Amen to the tet. Tuſh, then they were not (s 
Uttle as Gentlemen, and their owne conceit was, the Perauld to 
blazon their diſcent, from an old houſe, whoſe great Grandfathers 
would baue been glad of anew Cottage ts hide their heads in. Pet as 
the Pcacock wꝛapt in the pꝛide of bis beauteous feathers,is knowne 
to be but a dunghtill bird by his fonle ect: ſo though the high lookes, 
and coſtly ſutes, argue to the eyes of the wozlp they were Taualicrs 
of great Wozlhip : pet the churlith illiberalitie of their mindes , be- 
wꝛaid their fathers were not aboue tha pounds in the Kings bokes 
ata Sabſidie: but as theſe vpſfart changelings went ſtrouting like 
Philopolimorchides the bzaggart in Plautus they lookt ſo p;oudly at 
the ſame,that they Kumbled on a bed of Rue, that git w at the bottom 
of the Banke where the Time was planted, which fall vpon the dew 


| ofſo bitter an herbe,taught them, that ſuch pzoud Peacocks as cuct- 

baſtilp out-runae their foztunes, at laſt to ſpevily fall to repentance, 

and pet ſang of them (mild and ſatd, Aut was called 33 
hu 
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which thangh they ſcozned in their pouth , thep might weare in their 
age, and it was neuer too late to ſay Miſcrere. ds thus 7 od muſing 
at this time boʒn bꝛood, they vaniſht a wap like Cadmus copeſmat es, 
that ſpꝛang vp of Uipers teeth : ſo that caſting wine eve aſide after 
then, I ſaw where a crue of all eſtates were gathering flowers, what 
kind they were of J knew not: but pzecions J geſſe them, in that 
Hey pluckt them with greevineCe; ſo that J dzew towards them tg 
be partaker of their pzofits ; comming neerer, I might ſee the weeds 
they ſo w3zangled ſoz, was a little dapper flower, like a ground Hun- 
niſuckle,calle» Thaift,pzaiſed genorally of all, but pzaniſed foz diſtil · 
lation but of few:amongT the crne that ſcemed couetous of this herb, 
there was a troope of old grapbeards in Ucluet, Sattin,e Woozfted 
iackets, that taoped as nimbly to plucke it bp by the roots, as if thetr 
jopnts had beene ſuppled in the ople of Piſers skins theyſparedns 
labour and paines to get and gather; and what they got, they gaue to 
certaine young bopes and girles that food behirive them, with their 
skirts and laps open to receine it: among whom ſome ſcattered it as 
faſt as their fathers gathered it. waſting and ſpopling it at their pleas 
Care, which theic fathers gat with labour. 

I thought them to be ſome Berbalifts, e ſome Apothecaries, that 
had imploped ſuch paines toextrac ſome rare quinteſſente out of this 
flower: but one Canding by, told me they were Cozmozants qbſurers 
that gathered it to fill their coffers with. And whereto (quoth Ji it 
pzectous: what is the vertue of it: arp (qd. be) to qualifie the heats 
of inſatiable minds, that like the ſerpent Dipſas neuer dzinketh e- 
nough, till they are ſo full, they burſt. Why then, ſa I, the Diuell 
burft them all: 4 with that A fell into a great laughter, to ſee certaine 
Jtalianate Cantes, humozons Caualliers, pouthfull Gentlemen, 
and lnamorat i gagliardi, that (coznefully plnckt of it, and woze it a 
while,as if they were weary of it, t at laſt left it as too baſe a flower 
to put in thelr Noſegaves. Dthers that ſeemed Homini di grand 
ima by their lookes t thetr walks,gathered earneſtip, and dio poc- 
ket it vp,as if they meant to keep it carefully. but as thep were carry- 
ing it away, there met them a troope of nice wantons,faire women, 
that like to Lamiz had faces like Angels, eyes like ſtars, b:efts like 
the golden front in the Heſperides: but from the middle downwards 
deu ſhapes like ſerpents. Theſe —＋ Syzen-like allurement on en- 
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tiſed theke quaint £2quires, that they beFowrd all their lowers bpon 
them fo2 favours,they tbemſeluts walking home ty beggers buſh foz 
a penance Among this crue were Lawpcrs, and thep gathered ths 
Duell and all;but pooze Potts were tbzuft backe, and could not beg 
ſnffered to baue ont handſull to put anongt their withercdgarlands 
ot Sapes,to make them glozious. E ui Hoband lohn of the conntrep 
they te? in churkithlyp, in their high Qartvps, and gathered whols 
ſackfols : tnſomuch they weze beeſoms of Cbzift in their Vats like 
fozeho:{cs,o; the lnfty Oatlauts in a Bo;ie darte: (ccing the ttut 
thus to w;angle fo; lo paltrp a Weed, i went zlone to take one of all 
the other fragran: lowers tyat dtap2ed this valiey ; there bp, I cw 
the Gachc!ozs buttons, whoſe vertue is to make wanton mapdens 
weepe, when they haut wozne it faztp weekes vnoir their apꝛons fog 
a fauour. 

Next tdem grew tte diſſembling Daiſſe,to warne ſuch tight of lons 
wenches. not to truſt cuerp faire pzomiſe that ſuch aniozous Baches 
lozs make themt but ſweet ſmels bzecd bitter repentance. Hard bp 
grew the true touers pzimroſe, whoſe kind ſauout wiſheth men to be 
fai:bfull, and women courtrens. Atongſt in a bozter grew Saiden- 


daire,fit foʒ modeſt maivens to behold ; and immodeſt to bluſh at, bes: 


canſe it pzaiſeth the one fo; their naturall @rcfcs, and condemneth 
the othevfo; their beaſtip and countet eit Perriwigs: there was the 
gentle Gilli(lower,that wines ſhould weare.ifthep were not too fre⸗ 
ward; andloyal! Lauender, but that was full of Cuckow-ſpittes, to 
ſbew, p womens light thoughts make theic huſbands heauy beads: 
there were (weet Lilics Gods plentp; which he we d, ame Uirging 
nerd not werpe foz worrs; 4 ſtoze of Balme which could cure range 
wounds; onely not that wound which women receive when they loſs 
their maidenheads fo no herb hath vertue enough to ſcrape ont that 
blot , and therefoꝛe it is the greater blemiſh. innit were the flowers 
beſide that beantifiedihe valley, that to know their names and opes 
rations, I needed (ome curious het ball,. but I paſſe them oncr as nt d. 
lefe, ſith the viſion of thetr bertucs was but a dzeame , and therfoze 
J wiſh no man to hold anp diſcourſe herein autyenticall : pet thus 
much J muſt (apfoz a parting blow, that at the lower env of the dale 
I ſaw a great many of women bſing high wo;ds to their huſbands , 
ſonic trining foz the Bzeeches,othcr,tc haue the la wozd;ſeme = 

ting, 
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ting, they con!d not find a knot in a ruſh, others ffrining whether it 
wcre wooll ez haire the Goat bare : gueſttoniyg with ons that I met, 
why thi ſe women wore lo cholcricke; dee like aſcoffing fellow potn- 
ted oa buſh of Pettles. , not willing ta be (attsfied by ſignes,aghkcd 
bin what de meant thereby, Parp (quoth he} atl theſe women that 
pon hcare b:awling.ſrowning, and ſcolding thus, haus ſcuetallp p1ff 
on this buſh of Nettles , and the vertue of them is to fozce a woman 
that waters them, to be as peeuifh fo2 a whole dap, and as walpiſh as 
if ſhe had beene tung in the bzow with a hoznet. tit, Iſaiil d at 
this, and left the company to ſecke furtber, when in the twinkling of 
au epe I was left atone, the valley cleercd of all company, and 3 a di- 
freſſe d man, deſirous to wander out of that ſolitary place to ſceks 
ge od conſoꝛts. and baane companions to paſſe awap the dap withall, 
Aud thus J walkcd fozward, ſceking vp the hill, J was dziuen balfe 
into a maze with the imagination of a ſtrange wonder which (cll 
out thus: Pee thought i law an vncouth headlcfſe thing come pa- 
ting downe the hill , Uepping ſo p;oudlp with ſuch a Geometricall 
grace, as if ſome artificiall bzaggert had reſolved ta meaſure the 
wozld with bis paces: 4 could not veſcry it to be a man, although it 
dad motion, fo; that it wanted a body; pet ſecing legges and boſe, 1 
ſuppoſed it to bee ſome monſter nouriſht vp in thoſe deſarts : atlaff 
as it dzew-moze nigh vnto mee, I might pet ceiue that it was a very 
paſſing colllp paire of Ueluet-bzeeches , whoſe panes beeſng made 
of the chiefeſt Neapoluane-ſtoffe , was dzawne ont with the bit 
Spaniſh Sattin, and maruellous curiovly ouer-whipt with gold 
twiſt, interſeamed with knots of Pearle: the Netherftlacke was of 
the pureſt Oꝛanado ſilke; no colt was ſpared to ſet aut theſc coſtly 
Bzeeches, who had girt vnto them a Rapier and Dagger gilt. point 
pendant, as guaintly as if ſome curious Flozentine had trickt them 
bp, te ſquare it vp ard downe the Urectes befoze his miſirefle. Ag 
thele Bzeches were treceding ſumptuous to the eve, ſo were they 
paſſing pompous in their geſtares; fo; thep ftronted bp and downe 
the Aallcp as pꝛoudip, as though thep had there appointed ta ag ſomes 
deſperate combate. 

Blame me not if { were dꝛiuen into amuſe with this moſk mon- 
rous ſight,to ſee in that place ſuch a trange beadlefſe Cout tiet ict- 
ting vp aud dawne like the Achet 2 a Fence-ſchoole about to nay 
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his 1Þ;ize , when A derme neuer in anp age (ach a wonderfull obic 
foztuneo vnto any man befoze. Mell, the greater dumpe this Nonecl. 
ty dꝛaue me into,themoze deſice J had to ſeœ what event would fol- 
tow: wherupon looking about te ſe if that any moze companp would 
come, I might perceiue from the top of the other hill, another paire of 

B:ceches moze ſoberly marching , and with a ſoftet pace, as if thep 

were not too haſtie. and pet would keepe pzomile neuertheleſſe at the 

place appointed. As ſoone as they were come into the vallep, 3 ſaw 

they were a plaine paire of Cloth-bzceches , without either welt oz 

gard, ſtreight to the thigh, of white erte, without a ſlop, the nethet⸗ 

ſtocke of the ſame, ſewed to aboue the knee, and onelp ſeamed with a 

little country blue, ſach as in Dicbus illis our great Gzandfathers 

woze , when neighbourhood and hoſpitality had banifht Pzide out of 

England. Noz were theſe plaine Bzeeches weaponleſſe;foz they had a 
good ſowze Bat with a Pike in the end, able to lay on load inongh, if 

the heart were anſwerable ts the weapon, and bpon this Katte pitcht 

downe bpon the ground, Cloth-bzeeches ſtood ſolemnlp leaning,as if 
they meant not to tart, but te anſwere to the vitermoſt whatſoeuer 
in that place might be obiected. Loking vpon theſe two, I might per: 

teiue bp the pꝛide of the one, and hamelp reſolution of the other, that 

this their meeting would grow to ſome dangerous conflict:and there- 

foze to pzenent the fatall ine of ſuch a pzetended guarrell,J Rept be- 

twieene tht both, when Ueluet-bzeeches grated Cloth-bzceches with 

this lalutation: P3zoud t inſolent Peſant, how dareſt thou without 
leaue, 93 low renevence , p;eſſe into the place whither I am come foz 

fo diſpozt my felfe? Art thou not afraid, thy high pzeſumption ſhoula 
ſummon me to diſpleaſure,and ſo foʒce me dzaw my Rapler, which is 
neuer vnſheathed, but it turnes into the ®cabberd with a trinmph of 
mine enemies blood? Bold bayard, auaunt, beard me not to my face; 
fo; this time I pardon thy follp, and grant thy legges leane to carrie 
away thy life. Cloth-bzeeches nothing amazed at this bzauado, bens 
ding his Caffe, as if de meant (if he were wzonged ) to beſtow his be- 
niſon, with a {coznfuli kind of ſmiling ,made this ſmooth reply: arp 
gip, goodman vpſkart who mode pour father a Gentleman ? ſoft fire 
makes ſweet mault,the curſteſt Cow hath the ſhozteft hoznes, and a 
bzawling curre,of all bites the leaſt:alas,good it, are pou ſo fine that 


us man map be pour fellow? A pzay pon, what difference is betweene 
you 
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peu and me, but inthe colt and the making? though you bee neuer ſo 
richly daubde with Gold, and powdzed with Pearle, pet pou are but 
a caſe foz the Battocks, and a couer foz the baſeſt part of a mans bo. 
dp no moze then J, the greateſt pzeeminence is in the garnifying , 
and thereof pou are pzoud, but come ts the true vſe we were appoin- 
ted to, mp honour is moze then thine, foz J belong to the old ancient 
peominy, yea, and gentility, the fathers, and then to a company of 
pꝛoud and vnmannerly vpſtarts the ſonnes. At this, Ueluet-bzeeches 
ftozm'd and ſaid, Why,thop beggars bzat , deſcended from the teuer · 
fion of baſe pouerty, is thy inſolencp ſo great, to make compariſon 
with me, whoſe difference is as great as the bzightnede of the ſunne, 
and the lender light of a candle: J (pose ſnake) am ſpʒung from the 


ancient Romans, bozn in Italy, the miſtreſſe of the wozld fo; chiualry, 


cald into England from my natiue home (where J was famous) to 
honour pour country and pong Gentlemen here in England with mp 
countenance, wheres J am holden in high regard, that J can pelle 
into the pzeſence,when thou pooze ſoule malt with cap and knee beg 
leaue of the Pozter to enter: and I ſit q dine with the Nobility, when 
thou art faine to wait fo; the reuerfion of the Almes basket: J am 
admitted boldlp to tell my tale,when thou art faine to ſue by means of 
ſupplication,and that i thou to, ſo little regarded, that moſt commonly 
u neuet comes to the Pꝛinces hand, hut dies impziſoned in ſome ob- 
ſcore pocket: Sith then there is ſuch difference between our eſtates, 
ceaſe to vzge my patiencs with thy inſolent pzeſumptton. Cloth bzes- 
ches as bziefe as he was pzoud, (woze by the piks of bis ſtaffe, that 
his choplogicke was not woztha pin, and that hes would tarne his 
own weapon into dis boſome thus: Why @ignioz Glorioſo (qd. he) 


though I haue nat ſuch gloſing phzaſe to trick out my ſpeeches with- - 


all as you, pet J will come over pour fallowes with this bad Rhe- 
thozicke : J pꝛay pon Pounſieur Palapert, are yon therefoze my ſu⸗ 
per iour. becauſe pon are taken bp with Gentlemen, I with the peo- 
manry : Doth true vertue condi in riches, oz humanitis in wealth: 
is ancient honour tied to outward bzauery ? 03 not rather true Pobi- 
litie, a minde excellently qualified with rare bertues? J will teach 
thee a leon wozth the hearing, pzoud pzincocks, how Gentilitie firſt 
ſpzung bp, 1 will not fozget the old wiues Kogickhe, When Adam 
delu d and Eue ſpan,who was then a Gentleman?but I tell the, aſter 

the 
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he generall flond , that there was no moze men bpon the earth but 
Noe and his thꝛee ſonncs, and that Cham had wicketly viſconered 
dis fathers ſecrets , then grew the dinidon of effates thus: The 
Church was figuredin Sem, Gentilitp in Iapheth, and labour and 
dꝛudgerie in Cham: Sem being chafte and holy, Iapheth learned any 
valiant, Cham churlifh and ſeruile, pet did not the curſe extend (9 


farre von Cham, noz the blefling vpon Iapheth; but if the one alte- 
red his nature, and became either indued with learning oz valour, bs 
might bee a Gentleman, oz if the other degenerated from his ancient 
bertaes, hee might be held a Peſant : wherebpon Noe inferred that 
Gentitity grew not onely by pzopagation of rature, but ty perfeat- 
vn of qualities. Zhen is your Wozſhip wide that boaſt of pour wozth 
oz pour gold, e pearle,fith Cucullas non facit Monachum,noz a Wels 
uet flop makes a louen a Gentleman: And whercas thou (ai\t thou 
wert bozne in Italy, and called hither by out Covrticrs, dim map ws 
curſe that bzought thee firft into England: foz theu cameRt not alone, 
but accompanied with a multitude of abominable vices, banging ts 
thy bumbaſt nothing but infections abuſes, os baine-glozp, ſelſi loue, 
Sodomy, and ſtrange poiſonings, where with thou baſt infected this 
glozious Jland : pea inſolent bzaggart, thou haſt dc filed thine owne 
neft, and fatal was the dap of thy birth : foz fince the time of thy 
hatching in Italy, as then famous fo: Chinalry and Learning, the 
{mperiall ſtate thzongh thy pꝛide bath decayed, and thou haſt like the 
pong Pcllican peckt at thy mothers bzeſt with thp pꝛeſumption, cau- 
fing them to loſe that their fozefathers with truc honour conquered; 
ſo haft thon beene the ruine of the Romane Empire, and now fatally 
art thou come into Eng and to attempt beere the like ſubuerfton. 
Whereas thou vocl voaſt that J amlittle regarteb, where thou art 
highly accounted of, and haſt ſufferance to p;cle into the pꝛeſence, 
when J am foz my ümpleneſſe (hut out of dooze: I grant thy allcs 
gation in part, but not in whole , foz men of high wiſcdome and ho- 
nour meaſure not men by the outward ſheww of bzauetp, but by the ins 
ward woꝛth and honeſtp: and ſo though J am diſdaincy of a few over- 
weening fooles, I am valued as well as thy ſelfe with the wiſe. In 
that thou ſayſi thon canſt ſpeake when I ſue by ſupplicat ion: J grant 
tt, but the Lale thon tell't, is to the ruine of the pooze : fo; comming 
into high fauour with an impudent face, what Farme is there cxpt- 
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cev; whoſe Leaſethon boeſt not begge : what fozfelt of penall Sta- 


tutes : what concealed Lands can overHip thes ? pea rather then 
thy bzauerte ſhould faile, begge powling pence foz the very (moke 
that comes ont of pooze mens chimneys : ſhameft thou not, outland. 
tw Upſtart, to heare me diſcourſe thy imperfections : get te homs 
againe into thy owne countrep, and let mee as J was wont, ling (a+ 
mous in my natine home in England where J was bszne and bzed, 
pea, and bearved Cæſar thy tountryman, iin he compaſt theconquefk 
dy Treaſon. The right and Title in this country, baſe bzat (quoth 
Ueluet Bzeeches ? ) now anthozitie favours me, I am admitted vice- 
roy, and J will make thee doe me homage,end confefſe that thou holat 
thy beeing and refivence in my Land, from the gracious ſauout of mp 
fofferance : and with that he latd hold on thr hilts of bis Rapter , and 
Cloth Bzeeches betooke him to his Staffe, when I ſtepping betwirt 
them parted them thus. Why, what meane ye ? will you decide pour 
Controuerſie by blowes, when pon may debate it by reaſon? this is 
a Lond of peace, governed by true infticiaries, and honourable Pa- 
giftrates, where pou ſhall haue equity without partialitic : and ther- 
fo;e liſten to mee, and diſcuſle the matter by law: ponr quarrell (s, 
whether of pon are moſt ancient, and moſt wozthy. You Sir , boaſt 
of pour Counttey and Parentage ; he of his native birth in England: 
pou clatme all, hee would bane but his owne, bath plcad an abſolute 
Title of refidence in this Conntrey i then muſt the courſe betweens 
yon be treſpaſſe of diſſeiſon frank tenement : you Ueluet bzecches of 
in that pou claime the firſt Title, pou hail bee plaintiffe , and plead 
n treſpaſſe oz diſſeiſon done pou by Cloth Bzeeches, ſo ſhall it bee 
bzeught to a Jury, and trped by a vervic of twelue, oz foure and 
twenty, Tuſh, tuſh, quoth Uelaet Bzeeches, A neither like to bet 
Plaintiffe, noz pet allow et a Jury, foz thep may bet partiall, and ſo 
condenme mee in mine owne action : foz the country © waines can- 
not value of mp wozth, noz can mine Honours come within the 
— of their baſe wits: becauſs Jam a ſtranger in this Land, 
and but hecre lately arrived, they will hold me as an Upſtart, and ſo 
bightip eſtceme of my wozthinefle 2: ond foz mp Avnerſarie is their 
countryman, and leſſe chargeable. be all haue the Law mitigated, 
Wa Jurp of Pinds oz Pcſants ſheuld bee impanelled : if cncient 
Oentlemen, Peamen, oz plaing GT Ba would be al the u_ I 
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were ſure to loſe the dap, becauſe they loath me, in that J haut per- 
ſwaded ſomany Landiozds, foz the maintenance of my bꝛauetie, to 
raiſe their rents. You ſeeke a knot in a Ruſbh(quoth J) you need not 
doubt et that: foʒ whom pou diſtruſt, and thinke not indifferent, dim 
pou bpon cauſe manifeſted, challengs from your Jury. If pour law 
allow ſuch large favour (quoth Ueluct bzeeches) J am content mp 
Citle be tryed bya Jurp : andiherefoze let mins Aduerſarie plead 
me, Nul tort, Nul diſleiſin, ſo Cloth bzceches was content with this, 
and ſo thep both agreed I ſhould be twdge, and Jursz in this Contrs- 
nerfie: wherevpon J wilt them to ſap fog themſelnes what they 
could,that J might diſcourſe ts the Jury, what reaſons they alledgea 
of their Zitles : then Welnet bzceches beganne thus : J cannot but 
grieue that I ſhould be thus entfac's with a Carters weed, onely fit 
fo; huſbandzy,ſeeing J am the oziginall of all honourable endenours. 
Zo what end doth pouth beſtow their wits on Law, Phyſicke, 83 
T beologie, wert it not the end they aime at, is tbe wearing of mee, 
and winning of pzeferment? Ponour nourifhoth Art, and foz the te. 
gard of dignitie, dos learned men ſtriue ts exceed in their facultie.

Wrhat dzines the Berchants to ſeeke fozraine Parts, fo benter 
their goods anv hazzary their lines? not, if Au the end of their tra- 
nell were apatreof Cloth bzeeches: no, Aeluet, coſtip atttre,corious 
and quaint appareil, is the ſpur that pzicks them fo2ward to attempt 
ſuch danger. Doth not the @onldioz fight to be baue ? the Law- 
per ſtudy to countenance himſelfe with coſt : the Artificer takes 
paines onelp foz mp ſake, that wearing mee, hee map bzagge it a⸗ 
mongſt the beft. What credit carries hee now avapes that goes pind 
bp ina Cloth bzeech ? who will keepe htm company that thinks well 
of himſelfe, vnleſſe he die the Ample Naue to make cleane his hene? 
the wozlds axe chang's, and men are growne to moze wit, and their 
minds to aſpire after moze honozable thooghts : they were Dunces 
in Diebus illis, they had not the true vſe of Gentilitie, and therefo;s8 
theplinedmeanely, and died obſcurely : but now mens capacities 
are refined, time hath (et a new edge on Gentlemens bumozs , any 
thcy Chew than as they ſhould be, not like gluttons, as their fathers 
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did in chines of Beete, and almes to the pooze : but in Ueloefs, Mat- 
tins, Cloth of gold, Peacle, yes, pearle Lace, which ſcarte Caligula 
woze on his birth-dap: x ts this honourable humour hane J bzovant 
theſe Gentlemen ſince I came from Italy. What is the end of ſeru'ce 
to a man, but to countenance himſelfe, and credit bis maſter with 
bzaue luites ? the ſcutruie Tapſters and Offlers.fzx populi,fill pots, 
and rubbe yozſe-heles, to pzanke themſelnes wich my glozp: alas, 
were it not to weare me, why ould ſe many apply themſelues to ex⸗ 
traozdinary idieneſſe ? Befide , Imake fooles bet reuerent'd, any 
thonght wiſe among the common ſoʒt: J am a ſenerecenſo; to ſuch 
as offend the law;pzout(ded,there be a penalty anner't,that may bzing 
in ſome p3ofit : pea, by me, the chigfeft part of this Kealme is gouer⸗ 
ned, and therefoze I refer my Title to the verdit of any men of tudge- 
ment. To this mildlp Cloth-bzeeches anſwered thus: 

As Jhaue had alwayes that honeft humour in mee , fo meaſure 
all eſtates by their Uertues , not by their Appareil: ſo did X never 
grudge at the bzauerpof any, whom birth, time, place, oz dignitis 
made wozthy of ſuch toſtly oznaments : but if by the fausut of their 
Pꝛince. and their owue deſerts, they merited them, held both law- 
full, and commendable, to anſwere their degrees in apparell, coz⸗ 
reſpondent vnts their dignities: Jam not ſo pꝛetiſe, direaly to ins 
ueigh againſt the vſe of Uecluet, either in bzeeches, oz in ether (ates, 
n03 will J baue men goe like Tohn Baptiſt, in coates of Camels haire. 
Let Pꝛintes bane their Diademes, and Cæſar what is due to Cæſar: 
Let Noblemen goe as their birthes require, and Gentlemen as they 
are bozne, oz bears office: J ſpeake in mine owne vefence , fo the 
ancient Gentilitie; and Pcomanry of England, and inneigh again 
none, but ſuch malapert Upſtarts, as raiſcd vp from tre Plough, 02 
aduanced foz their Italian deuices, oz foz their wirleflc wealth, co- 
uet in bzauery to match. nay, to exceedVhe greateſt Noblemen in 
this Land. | © 

9 Bot leauing this vigreſſion, Pounfleur Ueluet-bzceches, againe 
To the particulars of your fond allegation. Whereas pou affirms 
pour lelfe to de both oʒiginall and finall end of Learning : alas,p2oud 
P2incox. you perch a bow to high ; did all the Philoſopbers beat their 
dzaines. and buſle thett wits to weare Uelnet Ezeeches: Why,both 
at that time thou wert vuknowne , yea vabozne , and all exceſſe in 
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apparelt had in high contempt , and now-in theſe dayes, all men of 
woꝛth are taught by reading.that Exceſſe is a great ſinne: that Pꝛide 
is the firſt Ueppe to the downefall of ſhame. They ſtudy with Tul 
ly, that they may ſeeine bozne fo; their Countries, as well as foz 
themſelucs : The Divine to{uſtics , the Phylctan to diſcover the 
ſecrets of Gods wonders, by wozking range cures: to bebziefe,the 
end of all being, as to know God, ano not as pour Wozlhip , geod 
maſter Ucluet-bzectcs wꝛeſts, to creepe into acquaintance. 

4 will net denp, but there be as fantaſticall focles as your ſelfe, 
that per daps are puft vp with ſeeh pꝛeſuming thoughts, and ambt- 
tioullp aime ta truke themſelues in cut Wozſhips maſking Dutes: 
bat while fuch climbe fo2 great honours , they often fall to great 
ſbames. It map bee, thereupor-pou bzivg in Honos alit artes: but F 
geſſe pour Paſterſhip ntuer tryed what true honcur meant, that 
truſſe it vp within the tompaſte of a patre of Weluet b;zecches, and 
place it in the arrogancie of the heart:no,no; ſay bonevr is idolatry, 
£03 they make fooles of themſelucs, and Idols of their carcaſſes : but 
hee that valueth Honour ſs, mall reade a Lecture out of Apuleius his. 
golden Aſſe, tolearne him moze wit. But now Sir, by pour leaue, a 
blow with pour next Argument, which is, that Percbants hazard 
their goods andliues to bee acquainted with pour Palterſhip. In- 
dt ed you are awzy : foz wile men frequent Parts foz pzofit , not fox 

pꝛzide, vnleſſe it be (ane that by wearing of Uelnet bzeeches and ap- 
parell too high foz their calling, haue pzooned Bankerupts in their 
pouth, and daue beene glad in their age to vefire my acquaintance, 
and to truſſe vp their taples in home-ſpunns Rufſet : whereas thon 
doſt obied the valour of hardy Soulbiers to grow ſoz the deſire of 
bꝛaue appareil. Tis falſe, and 3 know if any were p2cſent, they 
wonld pꝛoue vpon thy bones that thou wert a Iyer : ſaz their toun- 
trpes good, their Pꝛinces wruice, the defence of their friends, the 
hope of fauout is tbe finall end of their reſolntions: ctceming not 
oneiy them by the Wozlds glozp, fickle, tranfitozie , and inconſtant. 
hall J fetch from thine owne Conntrey, wrapons to wound thy 
ſelle withall: What ſapeſt thou to Cincinnatus ? was he not called to 
be Didatoꝛ fromthe Plongh,and after many vicozies £ what, did he 
itt vp and downe the Court in coſtly Garments , and Ueluet bꝛet⸗ 
ches? No, hee deſpiſed dignity , contemned vaine-glozy and pzide, 
and 
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und refurned againe to dis quiet contented life in the country. Pow 
much did Caius Fabritins value their Numa Pompilius Sccuola,Sci. 
pio, Epaminondas, Ariſtides? they held themſelues woʒmes meat, & 
coun: eo pꝛide vanitie, and pet thou art not aſhamed to ſay , thou art 
the end of Þouldiers wozthy honour. J tell thee, ſawcp @kip-lacke, 
it was as good and bleſſed a time here im England, when King Ste- 
phen woze a paire of cloth Bzeeches of anoble a paire , and thought 
them paſſing coſtly; then did he count Weftminſter-Yall too little 
to be his dining Chamber, and his almes was not bare bones, in 
ſtead of bzaken meate, but laſlie Chines of Beefe fell into the pooze 
mens Basket. Then Charity flouriched in the Court, and poung 
Courtiers froue to exceed one another in vertue, not in bꝛauerts: 
they rode not with fannes to ward their faces from the winde, but 
with Burgant to reſiſt the ſtroke ofa Battleaxe: they conld better 
exhozt a Souldier to Armour, then court a Lady with Amozets: . 
cauſed the Trumpet to ſound them points of Marre, not 
Poets to wzite them wanton Slegies of Lone : they ſought after 
honourable fame, but hunted not after fading Yonour z which di- 
ſfinction, by ths way take thus: There bee ſome that ſecke honour, 
and ſome are ſonght after by honour. Such vpſfarts as fetch their 
edegree from their fathers auncient Leather Apzons, and creeps 
to the Court with great humilitie z ready at the firſt Baſciare li 
picdi di la voſtra ſigniora, hauing gotten.the countenance of ſomes 
Nobleman , will traight bee a kindzed to Cadwaller , and ſwears 
bis great Gzandmother was one of the Burgeſſes of the Parliament 
honſe, will at laſt ſteale by degrees into ſome credit by their double 
diligence, and then winde ſame wozſhipfull place as farre as a 
hungry Sow can ſmell a Sir-renerence; and then with all their 
friends ſceke day and night , with Coyne and conntcnance , till 
they daue got it.

ty to beſtow on them. @uch Honour ſeekes, and thep with a bluſh- 
ing conſcience entertaine him, bee they neuer ſo high in fauour, 
pet they begge no Dffice, as the ſhameleſſe Upſtart doth , that bath, 
à hungry eye, to ſpy out an r faceto ſus, and a flattering 
3 tongus 
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' forigure fo entreate foz ſome depde place of wozſhip , which little be- 
long ed to them, if the Pzince intended to beſtow Offices foz ver- 
tue, not fauour. Other, Paſter Uelnct-Gzerches, there bee of pour 
true, that pinch their bellies to poliſh their backes; that keepe their 
mawes empty, to fill their purſes; that haue ns ſhew of Gentility but 
a Ueinet flop; who by poling 02 ſelling of Land that their father left, 
will beſtow all to buy an Dice about the Court, that they may beg 
wozſhipfull, extozting fromthe pooze , to raiſe bp their money that 
the baſe decetuing companions baue laid out, to bauc an Office of 
ſome countenance and credit, wherein they map haue of mee better 
then themſelnes, bee tearmed by the name of Wozſhip. The lat 
whom Uertue pleadeth foz, and neither ſilver. gold, friends, no; fa- 

- nour aduanceth , bee men of great woozth, (uch as are thought of 
Wozſhip, and vawillingly entertaine det, rather vouchſafing pzeof- 
leres honour foz their Countries canſe,then fo; any pꝛoud opinion of 

hoped-foz pzeferment. 

'BieCed are ſuch Lanes whoſe Dfficers are ſoplaced , and wherg 

' the Pzince pzomoteth nat fog Copne noz countenance , but foz his 
Wozthy veſeraing vertues. Bat leaning this by-talke, mee thought 

I heard you ſap, Signioz Ueluet-bzeeches , that pou were tbe father 

of Pechanicall Arts; and Pandi-crafts were found out to foffter your 

bzauety. In faith, goovman Gooſe-cappe , you that are come tem 
the Eartvps, and therefo2e is called an Upſtart, quaſi, Rart bp from 
clowted ſhoone , pour lippes hung in pour light, when you bzought 
fozth this Logicke : foz J dope there is none ſs ſimple , but knowes 

that Pandi-crafts and Dccupations grew faz necefitie, not p;ide 2 

that mens Inuentions wared ſharpe to p2ofit the Common wealth, 

not to pzanke bp themſelues in bzavery J pꝛap vou, when Tubal. 
caine \nnented tempering of Petals , had bee Uelnet Weeches co 
weare? In ſadnefſe, where was pour Wozſhip , when bis bzother 
found out the actoʒds and diſcozds of Þuficke hidven in hell, and not 
pet thought on by the Dtuell, ts cal ſoozth as a bait to i ing many 
pꝛous fooles to tutue: 

Inderde, J<cannot deny, but your Wo;ſhip hath bought in de- 
ceit as a fournepman into all companies , and made that a ſubtils 
craft, which while J was holden in eftceme , was but a dlmpls 


myſtery: now euery trade hath his leights , toflubber vy his wozke 
in 
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to the epe, and to make it good to the ſals, hewſoener it pzoones 
in the wearing. The #hoontaker. cares not if his ſhoves hold the 
dzawing on: the Taploz ſowes with hot needle, and burnt thzed, 
Tulh, pꝛide hath baniſht conſcience , and Ueluet bzeeches honeffp, 
and eaery ſeruile dzudge muſt ruffle in his ſilkes, oz elſe hee is not 
ſateable. 

Tve wozld was not ſo, A principio, fs; when Uelnuet was wo:ng 
bat in Kings caps, ten conſcience was not a Bzoame-man in Kent. 
fireet, but a Courtier: then the Farmer was content his ſonne ſhould 
hold the Plough, and live as he had done befoze: Beggers then fea- 
red to aſpire, and the higher ſozt ſcozned to enuy. Now every Lowt 
muſt haue his ſonne a Courtnoll : and thoſe dunghill dzudges wars 
ſo p2o0ud, that thep will pzeſume to weare on their feef, what Kings 
baus wozne on their beads. A Clownesſonne muſt be clapt in s 
Weloet Pantopble, and a Ueluet Bzeech, thangh the pzeſumptuous 
ACe bee dzown's in the Bercers Becke, and make a conuey of all 
his Lands to the Aſurer foz commodities: yea,the op muſt goe liks 
& Gallant fo2 a while, although at laſt in his age bee begge, But ins 
deedſuch pong WBoutts, when the Bꝛoker bath blef& them withSaing 
Needams croffe, fall then to pu lifts, and coczenages 1 and whey 
their credit is viterly crackt, they pzagiſe ſome bad ſhift,and is coms 
to a hamefall end. 

Laſtlp, whereas thou ſaiff thou art a ſevere ſenſoz to punith fins, 
as auſtete as Cato. to core vice, of truth à bold thee ſo in peuall 
Þtatates when thou halt begged the fozfeit of the Pzincg: but ſuch 
cozrecion is open extoztion, and oppzeTion of the pooze, nozcan A 
compare it bettet, Paſter Ueluet bzesch, then to the Moolte chaſtt- 
ſing the Lambe, foz diſturbing the Fountaine, oz the Dinell caſting 
fozth Drnels,thzough the power of Belzebub. And thus mach, cour- 
teous Sir, I haac (aid, to diſplay the folites of mine Avuerſaric , and 
to how the right of mine owns watereft. {Wby, thenqueoth J, if you 
- have both ſato, it reſteth but that wee bad ſome to empanell vpen a 

Jurp, and then, no doubt, bnt the berdict would ſoone be gtuen on 
the one fide. As thus I was talking to them, I might ſee comming

J hops 
there is no Taploz ſo pzeciſe, but hee can play the Cooks, andlicke 
dis owne fingers: thongh hee looke vp to Heaven, pet hee tan call 
large Chzeads of ſach rich tuffe into Well under his op- boozd. 
Bede, hee (ets vowne like the Clarke of the Checke, a large Bill 
of reckonings, which foz hee keepes long in dis pocket, he ſo pow- 
ders ſo; Rtinking , that the pong vpſart that net vs if, ſeeles it ſalt in 
bis Romake a mone th; after. Beſide, Sir, Ueluet Bzeeches bath ad- 
nanft bun: foz whereas in mp time Hee was counted but goodman 
FTailoz, now be is growne ſince Aeluet bzerches came in, to be cal- 
lcd a Parchant,oz Gentleman Þarchant Taploz, giuing Armes,and 
the Holp Lambe in bis Creſt ; where befs2c hee had no other cogni⸗ 
zance, hut aplainc Spanich Needle , with a Welſh Cricket on the 
top: ith then his gaine is ſo great , and his honour ſo aduanc'c by 
Ueinet S;ceches, J wul not truſt his conſcience, noz ſhall bee come

make them pay well, as toaſke them twice ſa mach ſilke Lace, ana 
other ſtuffe, as would ſuffice, and pet to onerreach wy pong Paſtet 
with a Sill of reckonings, that will make him ſcratch where it itch» 
eth not. Herein I hold the Taploz foz a neceſſat ie member, to teach 
pong noutces the way to weeping croſſe that when they haue waſter 
what their fathers left them by pzide , they map grow ſparing any 
bumble by inferred pouertie : and by this reaſon the Taploz after bis 
faſhion cralteth the pooge, and pullteth downe the proud: fog of a 
wealthy Cſquiresſanne, de makesa thzedbare Begger t and of a 
ſcoznefull Tapls;,he (ets vp an Upſtartſcurup Gentleman. Pet ſe⸗ 
ing pou daue made a reaſonable challenge to hun, the Taploz ſhall be 
none of the Queſt. 

As 7 bade him ffand by, there was comming along the Tallte 
towards vs, a ſquare ſet fellow, well fed, and as bziſkly apparciled, 
in a blacke Taffara doublet, and a ſpzuce Leather Jerkin, with Chzt- 
ffall buttons, aCloake fac't afoze with Uelnet , and a Couentrp

Moendzing what companton tbis ſhould bee, Y 
inquired of what occupation. Parrv Str, quoth de, a B:oker : why 
dee you aſke , haue vou any pawnes at my douſe? No, quoth J, noz 
by the help of Ood neuer will haue: but the reaſon is, to baue you 
bpon a Jury. At this wozd,, befoze J conld enter my viſcourſe 
bnto him, Acluct Bzeeches tart vp, and (woze dee ſhould bee none 
ol the Queſt, fo; be would challenge bim. And why, quoth J, what 
know pou bp hun ? {This baſe Churle is one of the moths 2 tds 
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Common wealth: beſide , hee is a ſpolle of ponng Gentlemen, a 
bloud. ſucket of the pooze , as thirſhe 8s a Pozſe.leach, that will 
neuet leaus dzinking while hee burſt : A knone that bath intereſt in 
the Leaſes of fozty Wawdp-bonſes, a tectiuet foz Lifts, anda dif. 
bonourable ſuppozter foz Cutpurſes. To conclude, bee was gotten 
by an Incubus, a Yee Divell, and bzought fozth by an over wozne 
refuſe , that had ſpent her youth vnder the ruines of Bowbics 
barns 


O monſtrous inut uiue, quoth J, what reaſon dau yee to be thug 
bitter againſt dim? Oh the villaine, quoth he, is the Diuels Facto;, 
ſent from hell to tezment poung Gentleman vpon earth des hath 
fetcht mee over in his time,onely in pawnes, in ten thouſand pouny 
in gold. Suppoſe that Gentlemen thzough their liberall minds may 
want that J need, money: let mee comes to him with a pawne wozth 
ten pound, her will not lend vpon it abous thzee pound, and he will 
daut a Bill of ſale, andtwelue pence in the pound foz every mo- 
neth, ſo that it comes to fixteene pence, th the Bill mot moneth- 
lp bee renued : and if pou bzeake but pour day (ct downe inthe Till 
of ſale, pour pant is loff, as full bought and ſold, pou turns out 
of pour goods, and hs an bnconſcionable gainer. Suppoſe tbe be, 
you kee pt pour dap, pet paping fixteens pence a moneth foz twenty 
ſhillings, yon pap as good fo; the lone as foureſcoze inthe hundzer: 
is not this monſtrous trading vpon Gentlemen? Beſide, the knave 
will ter diligently attending and waiting at dicing houſes whers 
wee are at play, and there hee is ready to lend the loſer mont y vp- 
on Rings , and Chatnes, apparell, ez any other good pawne : 
but the pooze Gentleman papes (ſo deare foz the Lanenver it is laid 
vp in. that if it lye long at a Bzokers houſe , hee ſeemes to boy his 
apparell twice. Nay,this wozme-eaten wzetch bath veeper pit. fals 
pet to trap Pouth in. Fo; be being acquainted with a pong Gentle- 
man of faire living, in idue of good Patents, oz aCured poſſibi!(- 
tie, ſoothes him in dis monſtrous expences , and ſapes, bee carries 
the minde of a Gentleman, pzemiſing if hee want, bee thall net lacke 
foz a hundzed ponnd oz iwo, if the Genticman net Then bath 
my Broker an Wſorer at hand, as ill as himſcifr, ond he bzings the 
- money, but they tye the pooze ſoule in ſuch Darbics bands, what 
with rect tuing ill Commodities, and fozfcitures vpon the band, 

that 
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that they dub him wir Ion Had. land befoze thepleane bim, and 
ſhare like Woolues the pooze novices wealth betwirt them as 4 
prey. Ve is (Sir) to bee bzicfe, a bowie bawdis Pizer , good foz 
none but bhimſelfs,ond bis trugge: a Carle that hatha filthy carkaſs 
without a conſcience; a body of a man, wherein an infcrnel ſpicu, 
tu dead of a ſoule,doth inhabit : the ſcum of the ſeuen dendip finucs, 
an enemy to all good minds, a denourer of poung Genilemen, and 
to conclude, mp moztall enemy, and therefoze admit of mp challenge, 
and let dim be none of the Jurp. Truly (quoth Cloth-bzcechee ) and 
J am willing de ſhonld be diſcarded tos foz were not bad 1Bzckers 
(3 will not condemne all) there would be lefſe filtching , and fewer 
Tbeeues; foz they receiue all is bzovght them, and buy that fo; a 
Crowne, that is woozth twenty Shillings : deſire of gatne bindes 
their conſcience, and they care not how it be come by, (o they bup it 
cheape. Beſlde,thep extozt vpoa the pooze , that are infozced thzough 
extreme want to pawne their cloathes and houſhold Qaffe, their 
ewter and BzaTe; and if the pooze ſonles that labour hard, miſſe 
ta day, the baſe-minoed Bzoker takes the fozfeit, without res 
mozſe, oz pitis : It was not ſa tn Diebus illis. But thou pzoud Ups 
tact Aeluet bʒeeches halt leatu d all Engliſhmen tbetr villany , and 
all to maintaine thy bzavery : pes, I baue knowne of late, wen a 
pooze woman lays a fluer Thimble, tyat was ſent her from her 
frunds ſoz atoken, to pawne fo; fire pence, and the Bzoker made her 
pay a balfepennp a weeks foz it, which comes to two ſhillings a 
peere, fo; fire pence: dig then bis conſcience is (0 bad, let him be hufs 
les out amongſt the Knaves,foz a diſcarded Card. Content, quoth 
J. and bade the Boker tand backe, when there were euen at mp 
deeles thzee ia aciuſter, pert youths all. andneatly tp2ed: I queſtio- 
ned them what they werte: ano the one ſaiv, he was a Barber, the o- 
ther a Durgeon,and the third an Apothecary. Vowlike vou of theſe 
(qd I) wall they be of your fury? Dfthe 4ury. qv. Cloth-bzceches, 
ncuet a one by my conſent, fez I cballenge thein all. Pour reaſon 
id J. and then you hall haue my verdica. Marty (qo. Cloth bzce- 
ches) firſt to the Barber, he cannot be but a partiall man on Acluct 
bzecches ff e, ith he gets moze by one time dzelling of him. then by 
ten times dzclling of mee: I come plaine to bee poll o, and te haue 
my beard cut, and pap him two = : Acluet-bzesches bee fits 
2 downke 
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downein the chaire wzapt in fine Clothes , 8s though the Barber 
were about to make him a foctcloth foz the Uicar of @aint fooles : 
then beginnes hee to take his @ciſſ0254n bis hand, and his Combe, 
and ſo to ſnap with them, as if dee meant to gine a warning to all the 
Lice in dis aittp lockes foz to pzepare themſelncrs , foz the day of 
their te ſcrad ion was at hand then comes he cut with dis fullian 
eloquence, and makings low conge, (auth, Sr, will pon haut pour 
Wo;thips haire cut after the Ttalian mancr,(to2t and round, and then- 
frounft with the curling pꝛous, to make it looke like a halfe-Poong 
. waPiſt:so; lie a Spantard, long at the cares, and curled lube ta 
the two ends of an old caſt Periwis : 02 will pou bee Frenchiftey 
With a louc · lecke dou ne te your ſhouldirs. wherein pou map wears. 
pour miſtceſſe fanour? the Engliſh cut is baſe, and Oentiemen 
fcoznett, nouelty is daintp: ſpeake the woe, Dir, my ®cifſozs are 
ready to execate pour TAozfhips will. Bis bead becing once vzef, 
wbich requires in combing and rubbing ſome two howers, bee 
comes to the Baſon : then being curiouſly waſht withns wezſe then 
a Camphire ball, be deſcends as low as bis beard, and asketh whe- 
ther he pleaſe to be ſhauen oʒ no: whetber hee will daue bis Peaks 
ont oꝛt and ſharpe, amtable like an Inamorato , 02 bzoad- pendant 
like a Spade, to be terrible lite a Warrio: a @olbads f whether dee 
will haue bis crates cut low like a Juniper buſh, oz bis Suberches 
taken away with a 8303 : if it bee his pleaſure to baue bis appcn- 
dices pꝛimde, oz bis Fouchaches foftred, to turne about his cares 
like the bzanches ofa Vine , oz cut downe totbe lip with the Italian 
laſh, to mate h'm locke lit a halte faced baubp in Bzaſſe? Theſs 
quaint tearmes, Barber, vou greet Paſter Ueluet.b:ecches withall, 
and at euerp wozd a ſnap with yeur Sciſloze, and a cringe wilh pout 
knee: whereas when pou come to pooze Cloth. bzeeches , you either 
cut bis beard at your owne pleaſure, oz clſe in diſdaine aske bim if 
be wul be trim'd with Chzilts cut, round like the balfc of a tolland 
Theeſe,mocking both Ch2ift and bs : fo; this your knauerp, my will 
i, pou (hail be none ot the Zurp. Foz pou, maſter Surgeon, the Us. 
tutrs of England rrempt pou from being of cap Que, «nd belive, 
alas, I ſeldome fall into pour bands, as beeing quiet, and making no 
bzawics te baue wounds, as (wart-rutting Weluet-bzeeches doth; 
veitycr de J (reguent whozehonles to catch the Þarbles , and ſo to 
giow 
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crow your Patient: J know yon not, and therefoze J appeale fo 
the Statute you ſhall haut nothing to doe with my matter, And fog 
poo, Mader Apothecary, alas, I loobe not once in (even peere into 
pour hop. without it be to bupa pe; v wozth of wo:zmeſeedto give 
my «tld to dzinke, oz a littte Zreacle to dzine out the Peaſels , ez 
perbaps ſome dzegs 02 powders, to make my ſick hozſe a? zench with- 
all : butſo2 mp lelfe. if F bevlat caſe, J take Witchin-Ptr cke, 1 
make my wife my DPeto?,mmd my Garden mp A pottecaries ſhoppe, 
whereas queaſic Paſter Uelnet-bzeeches cannot hane a fart owzp, 
bat de muft dane his Purgations, us and Clilters, ez evacuate by 
Cliccttuarics: dee muſt, if the leaſt ſpot of Pozphew ceme on vis face, 
baue dis ople of Tartar, dis Lac virgmis, bis Campbice diflolued in 
berinice, to make the toole as faire fozſooth , as if hec were to ploy 
und- marta in a ay game oz mozris dance: tuſh, bee cannot th- 
geſt his meat without Conſcraes ,noz end his meale without Duc. 
kats, no; (ſhall I ſpeake plainely) pleaſe the Trugge his miſtrefle, 
without de goe to the Apelbecatus, foz Eringion, Olcum Formica. 
rum alatarum, & aqua mirabilis, of ten pound apunt : if maſter Uel- 
net-b:>ches with d:1nking theſe dzugs, dap to haue a linking vzeath, 
then fo:faoth the Apothecary muſt play the Perfumecr to make it 
(weet: nay, what is it about him, that be blameth net nature ſoz fras 
ming, and fozmeth it ant w by art; and in all this who but meunſier 
_ the Ipothecarpe therefoze, good Hit ſqueth dee) ſeeing pou daue tae 

ken von you to be trier fo; tue challenges, let thoſe thzce as parti⸗ 
all companions be packing. 

Why /quoth 3) ſceing yon bane peelded (ach reaſon of refoſall;. 
let them tand by: pzeſentlp looking about foz moze , comes ſtalking 
downe an agedegrane Sit, in a blacks Ueluet coat, and a blacke Cloth 
Gowne, weited and faced, and after him, as J ſuppoſe , foure (er- 
utaugmeu, the moſt ilfauourcd knaves,me thought , that tuet J ſaw, 
one of them bad on a Euffe-lcather Jerkin , all arcaſte beſoze with 
the v20ppings of Beere, that fell from bis Beard, and by his fide, a 
keimt itke a Bzewers bung kniſe, and mvffied bee wos ins Cleks 
turn s ouer dis noſz, as though dee dad beene aſhamed to ſew bis 
face. The ſ(ccoad had a belle like a Bucking-tubbe, and athzed bare 
blicke coat vabattoned befoze vpon the bzet , whereon the mappe of 


dankenacde.was dane, with I and bowſle gxccments 
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that dzopt from his filthy leaking month The third was « long 
leaue old ſlauet ing flangrill, with a Bzaz1ill ſtaſte in the one hand, ang 
a Whip-cozd in the other; ſo pozeblind, that he had linie to baue lum. 
bled vpon the company befoze he ſaw them. The fourth was a latte 
chuffe, with a ſowzelooke,in a blacke Cloke faccd with Zaffata.and 
by his ſide a great lde Pouch like a Favltoner ; foz their faces, all 
faare ſeemed to be bzethzen, thep were ſo bumbaſted with the lockes 
of ſtcong Bæte, ano lined withthe Lees of old Backe, that they lokt 
like foore blowne bladvers painted ouer withred Oaher, 03 waſht 
duet with theſuds of an old ale die. All theſe , as well the maſter, 
as the following mates, would have paſt awap, but that J Kept be- 
foze them, andenguired firſt of the fozemoſt, what he was ? Marv, ad. 
be, a Lawyer. Then Sir, quoth I, we daue a matter in controue1 ſig 
that requires counſell,and pou are the moze welcome. What is it, 
quoth he: Parry, ſaid J, whether Cloth bzeeches oz Uelvet bzes- 
ches are of maze wozth : and which of them hath the beſt title to beg 
reſtdent in Ecgland ? At this, the Lawper ſmili d: and MHeluet bzee. 
ches ſtepping fo:th- tooke acquaintance of dun, and commending bis 
bonefty,ſatd, there cou!d not be a man of better indiffercacie — 

Jury: when Cloth. bzeechcs Repping in, ſwoze de maruelled bee 
not, ſo well as the Surgeon, cempted by act of Parliament,from bes 
ing of any queſt; ſith as tbe @urgeon was without pity, ſo bee was 
without coaſcicnce : and thercuponinfer'd his challenge, ſaying, the 
Lawyer was neuer friens to Cloth-bzeeches : foz when lowlinefſe, 
ncighbourhood.anc hoſpitality tiwved in Crgland , Weftminfter- ball 
was a dining chamber,not a denne of controverſics, when the Kirg 
himſelfe was content to keepe his S. Georges dap in a plaine pate 
of Kerſte Boſe, when the Duke, Cacle, Lozo,Bnight, Gentleman any 
Eſquire,apmed at bertue,not pʒide; and woze ſuch Bzeeches as was 
ſpun in his houſe : then the Lawpcr was a imple man, and in tbe 
digheſt degree was but a bare Scriuenet, except Judges of the 
Land, which tooke in hand ſerious matters, as truaſons, murthers, 
fellonics,and ſuch capitall offences, but ſeldome was there anp pleas 
put in, befoze that pzoud Upſtarr Acluet-bzeeches , fo; his main- 
tenance inuented range controucrſies , and ſince hee beganne to de- 
minecre in England, be hath buz d (nch a pꝛoud buſte touetous, and 
incroching humoz vpon enery mans head, that Lawyers are growne 
ts 
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to bet one of the chiefe lims of the common - wealth : foz they do now 
adaves de lanacaprina rixare, got to Lat if a Pen doe but ſcrape in 
bis D3cbard ; but bowſoeuer right be, might carries awap the vers 
dic : if apooze man ſue a Gentleman, why he ſhootes vp to the ſky , 
ans the arrow fals on bis owne head, howſoener the canſe goe , ths 
weakeſt is thzuſt to the wall: Lawyers are tronbled with the beat 
of the Liver, which makes the palmes of their hands ſo hot, that 
they cannot bs cool'd,vnlefls thep be tub a with the ople of Angels: 
but the poozt man that giues but his bare fee , oz perhaps pleats 
in forma pauperis s hunteth foz Hates with a Tabcr, and gropeth 
in the darke to findea Needle in a bottle of May: tuch, theſe Law- 
pers daus ſuch delatozic and fozraine pleas. ſuch doʒmets ſuch quibs 
and guiddits, that beggering their Clients, they purchaſe to them 
ſelues whole Lozdſhips : it booteth not men to diſcourſe their little 
conſcience, and great extoztion, onely ſuffice they be not ſo rich as 
they be bad, and yet they be but tos wealthy. J inveigh not againſt 
Law, no; honeft Lawyers, foz there bee ſome well qualified, but 
ag aint extozting Ambodexters that ing the pooze : and becauſe J 
know not whether this be ſach a one, o no, I challenge bim not ts 
bee of mp Jury. Why.then (quoth J) his Wozthip may depart: and 
then I queſtioned what hee in the Buffe Jerkin was: Parry (quoth 
he) Jama Serieant. Pe bad ne ſooner ſato ſo, but Aeluet Bzeches 
leapt dacht, and dzawing his Rapter, ſwoze hee did not onely chals 
lenge bim foz dis Jury, but pzoteſted if hee urid one foote toward 
dim, he would make hun cate a piece of his Pontard. And what is 
the reaſon (quoth J) that there is ſuch moztall hatred betwixt pon 
ano the Serieant ? © Sir (quoth Ueluet Bzeeches) ſearch bim and 
X warrant pou, the knanehath pzecept vpon pzeccpt to arreſt mee, 
hath wozne dis Pace (ſmooth, with onelp clapping it bpon my ſhoul- 
der, hes hath had mee under coram ſe often : ob the repzobate is the 
Uſurers crecotioner to bzing ſuch Gentlemen to Limbo, as he hath 
ouerth1owne with his baſe bzocage, and bad commodities : and as 
pou ſee dim a fat knane with a fogg face, wherein a cup of old ſack 
hath ſet a ſeale, to marks the botwſie dzunkard to die of the dzopũie: 
ſohis conſcience is conſumed, and his heart robs of all remozce and 
pitty, that foz money hee will betray his awne father: foz will a 
Cozmazant but fee him toarrcſt a young Gentleman , the _ 
be 
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hell will bee lo enger to catch him, as adogge to fake a Beare by thy 
cares in Paris Garden, and when de hath laid hold vpon bln , bes 
bleth bim as conrteouſly as a Butchers Curte would dos an Oxe- 
checke when hee is hungry : if dee ſee the Gentleman bath monep 
in his purſe, then ſtraight with a cap and knee he carrics him to the 
Tauerne, and bids him ſend fog ſome of his friends to baile bim: 
but firſt hee couenants to have ſome bzace of Angels fo; his paincs, 
and beſidcs he cals in foz Wine az greedilp, as if the knanes mother 
had been bzocht againſt a Yogshead when he was begotten : but ſup⸗ 
poſe the Gentleman wants pence, hee will either daue a pawne, 83 
elſe dꝛagge him to the Counter, without reſpe& of manhood , oz ha · 
neſty. I ſhould ſpend the whole dap with diſplaying his villanies : 
thercfoze b2iefelp let this (nffice, hee was ncuet made fog any good- 
nee, but his llouenlp carkaſe was fram'd by the Divell . of tho 
rotten carrion of a Woolfe, and his ſoule of an Uſurers daniney 
ghof, turn d out of hell, into bis body, te doe monſtrous wickednes 
againe vpon the earth, ſo that hee (hall be none of mp Jury, neither 
ſhall bee come neerer met then the length of mp Napier will ſuffer 
bim. 

Indeed, quoth Cloth Bzeeches, generally Sergeants bee bad, but 
there be amongſt them ſome honeſt men, that will dee their duties 
with lawfull fauour : fog, to ſap truth, if Sergeants were not, hows 
Could men come by their debts ? marry thep are ſo cruell in their 
office, that if they arreſt a pooze man, thep will not ſuffer him ( if hes 
bath not monep) to ſtap a quarter ef an heute to talke with bis 
Creditoz, although perhaps at the meeting they might take compo- 
fition ; but onely to the Counter with him, vnlefſe bee will lay his 
Pewter, Baſſe, Couctlets, @heetes , ez ſuch honſholr-ſtuffe, to 
them f63 pawne of paiment of (ome copne foz their taping : there- 
foze lit him depart out of the place, foz his roome is better then his 
company. Mell then, quoth J, what ſay pou to theſe thzee ? and 
with that I queſtioned their names: the oneſaid hee was a Wum⸗ 
ner, the other a Gaoler, and the third an Jnfozmer. Jeſus bleſſe me 
(quoi Cloth 13zceches) what a Sing was becre gathered together? 
uo doubt hell ts bꝛoke looſe, and the Diuell meanes to keepe Pol- 
{idap: J make challenge againſt them all, as againſt wozſe men 
then thoſc that gaue tuidence againſt Chzill : fog the — „ it 
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bostet mee to ſay little mae again him, then Chaucer did in his 
Cmaturbury Tales, who ſaid he was a knane,a Bziber, and a Bawd! 
but leaning that authozitte, although it bee avthenticall, ret thus 
much J can ſap of mpſelfe, that theſe dzunken dzowſle ſonues goe 
g footing abzoad (as they themſelues tearme it) which is to heare if 
any man hath got his maid with child, oz playes the goodfrilow with 
bis neighbours Mile: if he finde a hole in any mans coat that is of 
wealth, then de hath his 222 citation ready to cite him v. 
fs the Archdeacons, 02 Court, there to appeareand abide 
the fhame and penalty of the Law: the man perhaps in goovcrevit 
With his neighbours, loth to bzing his name in queſtion , greaſeth 
che dummer in the fit, and then be wipes him out of the books , and 
ſuffers him to get twenty with child, ſo he keepe dim warme in the 
hany. Yee hath a ſaping to wanton Mues, and thep art his god 
Dames, and as long as they fred him with Checſe, Bacon, Capors, 
und (ſuch odde reverflons, thep are honeſt : and be they never ſs bad, 
be ſcares to the Officiall complaints are made vponenoy , and the 
women are of good behauiour. Toſh what bawdzy is it he will nat 
Coffer, ſo he may have monep, and good cherte ? and if bee like ths 
Wench well, a ſnatch himſelfe, ſoʒ tbep know all the Whozes in a 
country, and are as lecherous compantons as map be. To be bziefe, 
the Sumner liues vpon (ins of pceple, and out ofharlotry gets he all 
dis commodity. As foz the Gaoler, although I haue been little tr ou⸗ 
bled in p;iſon, to haue experience of his knanerp : pet baue I heard 
the pooze pziſoners complaine how cruell they be fo them , extozting 
with egtraozdinarie fees, ſelling 8 double curtall (as they call it) 
with a double iugge of Beerefoz ttwo pence, which cortaines not a. 
boue a pint and a halfe Let a pose man be arrcſted into one of the 
Counters, thong hee but ſet his foote in them but halfe en houre, tc 
fhall be almoſt at an Angels cyarge : what with garnich, crofſing , 
and wiping ont of the booke, turning tht key, paying the Chamber 
laine, fecing foz his Jury, and twenty ſuch extozttons, inuented 
by them(ſelucs, and not allowed by any Statute. God bleſſe mes, 
Gaoler from pour Yen-houſes, as J will keepe peu from temming 


in my Quc ſt. And to pou, Paſter Info2mer pon that locke like ati- 
nill Cittizen,oz ſome handſome Petty-fogger of the Tow: althougy 
of @acks 
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without any chewing, pet baue pou as much knanerie in your ide 
Pouch there, as would weed the confuſion of fozty homiſt men. It 
may be, Sir, that you maruell whp J cxclzime againft the infoz- 
mer, fith de is a molt nete ſlat ie member in the Commor'-wealth,and 
is highly to the P2iaces aduantage foz the bencfit of pcnall Sta- 
futes and other abaſles, whereof he giueth ſpec tall intelligence? To 
wipe out this donbt, J ſpeake not againſt the Office, but the Off 
cer, againſt ſuch as abuſe Law, whey they ſhonld vſe it, and ſuch a 
one 3 gee this fellow to be, by theCarnation tindure of his robie 
noſe. Zherefoe let vs ſearch dis bagge, and ſce what traſh pou ſhall 
finde in it: with that, although the Inte zmet were verp loth , yet we 
pluckt ont the Ctuffing of his Pouch, and in it was found a handzcy 
and odde Wjits : Whereat J wond2ed: and Cloth bzeeches (m1- 
ling bade mee reave the Labels, and the parties names, and then exa- 
mine the Inlozmer bow many of them det knew, and wherein they 
had offenden. J followed his counſell , and of all he knew but thzee, 
neither could bee tell what they had done anne to bee arreſted, and 
bzought in queſtion, 

Cloth bzecches ſ@ing me and in a maze, began thus to teſolus me 
in my doubt Perhaps,quoth de, pou U, why the Intammer hatt 
all theſe zus, and knowes neither the parties, noz can obied any 
offence ta them ? To this I anſwer : that it being a long vacation, de 
learned in the rowle all thoſe mens names, and that they were men of 
indifferent wealth: Now meanes he to gos abzoad, and ſearch them 
ont and arreft them, and though tdevranom not wherein, oz foz what 
tauſe they ſhould be troubled, pet ratber then they will come vp to 
London and ſpend their money, they wtll beſtow ſome odve Angel 
vpon maſter Infozmer, and ſo ſit at dome in quiet. But (nppoſe ſome 
bee ſo tnbbozne as to tand to the trpall , pet can this canning knaue 
declare a Tamquam egainff them, ſs that though they be cleercd. pet 
can thep haue no recompente at all, fo: that hee doth it in the Courts 
bchalfe. I will not vnfold all bis villanics,but be is an abuſer of god 
lawes, and a berp knaue, and ſo let him be with bis frilowes I both 
woridzed 7 laught to beare Cloth B2eeches make this diſcourſe, when 
I ſaw two in the Uallp together by the eares, the one in leather, the 
other as biacke as the Diuell: Iſtept to them to part the frop. and 
gueſtioned what they were, and wherefoze they bzawlco : Garry, 
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quoth bee, that looktlike Lucifer, Zhougy 4am blacke, I am not 
the Diuell, bat indeed a Collyer of Croydon, ano or :, S ir, that haus 
ſold many a man a falſe ſacke of coles, that both ned mecſare, ans 
was balfe full of dat and d2zaſle. Indeed Z baut boene a Küger in 
my time in London, and baue played many) mabde p;ankes ; ſaz 
which cauſe, vou may apparantly ſce, { am made a curiali: fo; the 
Pillozy (inthe ſight of a great many good aad ſufficient witnedes) 
bath eaten off both mine cares: and now, ir, hie Kepemaker hun- 
teth me yeere with bis Balters. J gee hin ta bee ſome caillſpirit, 
that in the likenes of a man,woald, ſince J | auc pal the piliozp,per- 
ſwade mee to hang my ſelfs foz my old offences ; and therefoze ith 1 
cannot bleſſe mee from dum with Nomine Parris, J lap Spiritus San. 
&us about his ſhoulders with a Crab-ttee Cudgell, that he may get 
out of mp company. 
Lhe Kopemaker replyed, that bone ſlly iourneping by the wap, 
hee acquainted himſelfe with the Coller , and) foz no other cauſe 
pzetended. Yoneſt with the Diuell (quoth the Collier :] how 
cam hee bee honeſt , whoſe mother J grefle was a Much r Foz 
I baue heard them ſap, that Witches ſap their pzapers bac ke ward, 
and ſo doth the Kopcmaker tarne his lining by going backeward; 
and the knanes chte living is by making fatail inftruments, 
as Yal:ers, 4 Uopes, which Mucrs deſpecate men hang ttemſelues 
with. Well (quath J) wbat ſap you to theſe, (hall thep bee on 
the Jury? Ueiaet-bzieches (aid nothing , but Cloty- bze ches ſavd, 
In the Kopemaker be found no great falſhood in bim, thureioze bee 
was willing hee ſhould bee one: but ſaz the Collier, bee thonght 
it neceſlar p, that as he came, ſo he ſhould depart : ſo then J badetye 
Ropemaker land by till moze came, which was not lang; fc: tbere 
came thzce inacluſter. As ſoone as thepdzcwaie, I (oped one, a 
fat Churle with a ide Ruſſct coat to his knee, and his bands all to 
tun ned with Gifting bis Duſe, pet would J not take notice whit 
they were, bat gactioned with them bf their ſeuetall ottupa⸗ 
tons. Parry, guoth the ü, J am a Zauner, tte ſrcond a 
S:8o0maker, and the third a Carrier: then turning to the Plain» 
tile and Defendant, I alkcd them H they wonld Allow of (aſc 
parties ? Ns, by my faith, quoth Cloth<bzceches, I make thalle ne e 
vnto them All, and I will eto — af umpozt again them: 6 fixt 
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to you, Mater Tonner, Are you a man wo; thy to beof a Tory, toben 
your conſcience cares not to wiong the whole Commonwealth : 
pou reſpec not publtke commodute, but pziuate gaines : not fs 
benefit your neighbour , but toz to mzke the pꝛoud P3zincore pour 
tonne a1 vpllart Gentleman: and becanſe pou would marry your 
Daughter at the leaſt to an Cſquire , that ſhes may, if it be poſſible, 
be a Genticwoman : and how conics this to paſſe * By pour Tan- 
fats foʒſooth. Foz whereas by the ancient Lawes and Statutes cf 
England, vou ſhou'd let a Þyde Ive in the Ouſa, at the Icaſt nine 
moneths , vou can make good Leather of it beſoze thzte moneths : 
you haue voutr Doues dung, pour Parle, your aſhen Barks, and a 


" thouſand things moze, to bzing on pour Leather apace , tkat it is 
s badly Tannes, that when it comes to the wearing , then it fleetcs 


away like a piete of bzowne Paper : And whereas pour Backes, of 
all otder, Mouls be the beſt fanned; you bꝛing them ſo full of hozne to 
the Parket, that did pon not greazo the Sealcrs of Leadewhall the- 
rowlp in the iff, chey ſhould neuer de ſealed, but turned awap , and 
made fozfeit by the Statute. I cannot at large lay open pour (ubtill 
pꝛactices to beguile the pooze communaltie with bad Leather. But 
let this ſuffice, vou leaut no villany vnſeught,to bzing the blockbead 
pour ſonne to gos afoze the Clowue his father, trimly trickt vp in a 
paire of Aeluet bzeeches. 8 

Now, Paler Currier , ts pour coozenage ; you cannot bee coils 
tent onelp to burne the Leather you d;efſe, fo; fault of ligquour, bc# 
cauſe pou would make the Shoomaker pay well, and pou put in lit⸗ 
tle tuffe : and bellde, when as in Backes pon ſhould only put in Tal- 
low hard and gosd, you put in ſoft Kitchin-Ruffe mixt, andſs male 
the good and well-tanned Leather by pour dillanp, ta fleete and 
waſte away, bat alfo you grow to be an extozting Knave, and a fo;e- 
Taller of the Market, fo; pon will bup Leather, Sides, Backes, and 
Calue ſkinnes, and ſell them to the posze Shoomakers at an vn- 
reaſonable rate, by pour falſe , retapling, getting infinite goods by 
that erceffine pꝛict: both vndooing the pooze Shoomaker , and cans 
ung vs, that wer pay extremely (oz Shooes. Foz if the Corriec 
bongdt not Keather by the whole of the Tanner the Whoomakec 
might baue it at a moze reaſonable p2ice: but the Shoomaker being 
paaze, is not yerhays able ts doale With a picker of Vyues , no; = 
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days with u conple of Baches and the Tanner will not truck him : 
then the extozting and coufening Currier comes bp with this, JY 
will lend pou fog a dayt and ſo pincheth him, that hee is (ſcarce able 
to finde his chil- zen bꝛead. Wut well hath the P2ince and the Vo- 
nozable Loꝛds of the pꝛiuie Conncet pzouided by Act of Parliament, 
Tyatno Carrier ſhall bup Leather, cither Backes oz Vides of ths 
Tamer, ſo to bztdle the extozting and foze ſtalling conzenage : but 
eraftilier and ſubtiltcr hath the Knane Currier croſ-brtten the Sta- 
tate, in that be deales thus with the Tanner, dee makes him hold yis 
Leather barcaſonablpto the Shoomaker ; and (0 when hes cannot 
ſell it, he layes it vp in te Cucriers houſe, under a colour, where» - 
8s indeed he hath fold it him. Suppoſe this ſhift bes ſpped and pre- 
nenten: then compoundeth he with ſome knaue Shoomaker, ſome 
baſe Rake-hell without a conſcience, that neither reſpecety God, ths 
Common-wealth, no; dis Company, and fozſooth hee is halfe with 
the Curt iet, wholetteth dim haue ſome hunvzed Parke to lay out 
fo; Leather euery moneth, whereas de ſpends not in his hop a hun- 
d;ed Parkes woozth in a yeere: ſo the @hoomaker buyes it to abuſe 
the Statute, foz the Currier , and the Currier by that meanes un. 
vooeth the other hoomakers : thus two crafty knaues art met, and 
they need no Bzoker, 

Now to you, Gentle-craft,you maffer-Shoomakers : pon cam put 
in the inne r ſole of a thin Calues ſkin, when as the Shoo is a Neates- 
leather hee, which pon know is cleane contrary both to conſct..- 
ence and the Statute, Beſide, pou will ioyne a Neates-leather 
to a Calues-leather Peels: is not here good ftuffe, me⸗ 
ſer Shoomaker ? Well, (oz pout knanery, pou ſhall haus thoſe cur- 
ſes which belong vnto pour Craft: pou ſhall bee light-footed to tra- 
nell farre,light-witted, vpon euery (mall occaſion ts gine pour ma⸗ 
ters the bagge: you ſhall bee moſt of you vnthzifts, and almoſt all 
perfect good fellowes. Beſide, 3 remember a merry (eſt, how Ner- 
cury bzought pou te a dangerous diſeaſs,fog hee requeſted a boone fa 
yon, which fell out to your great diſaduantage: and to recreate vs, 
deare a little,Gentle-craft , what fell to pour trade by that winged 
od. As it happenedon a time, that Iupiter and Mercury trau: 
ting together vpon earth , Mercury was wonderfullp hungry and 
dad no money in his purſe to buy 7 any foods, and at last to bis 
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great comfozt hee ſpyed where a company of Taylours were at 
Dinner with buttered Peaſe, eating their Peaſe with their 
Needles points one by one: Mercury came to them, and aſked 
them his almes: they pzondly bade him ſit downe and doe as be 
ſawe they dies, and with that deliuercd him a Needle. Che 
pqoze god beeing paſſing hungry, could not content his maw with 
eating one by one, but turned the eye of his Needle, and gte two 
oz thzee together. Which the Zaplours ſceing , they tart vp, and 
ſaid ; What fellow, a Sboucll and Spade to buttcr'd Peaſe ? haſt 
thou no moze manners? Get out of our companp ; and ſo thep ſent 
him packing with many ſtrokes. Mercury comming backe, lupiter 
demaunded of him wat newes ? and hee told him how churlichly 
hee was ven among the Zaylozs. Well, wandzing on further, 
Mercury eſpied where a company of Shoomakers were at Din- 
ner with powdzed Beeke and Bzewelle: going to them, befoze he 
could aſke them any almes they (aid, Welcome good fellow, what, 
is thy ſtomacke vp? Wilt thou dot as wee doe, and taſte of Beete 
Mercury thanked them , and late downe and eate his belly full, 
and vzanke well of double Beere, and when hee had done went 
home to his maſt:c As ſoone as dee came, Jupiter asked him 
whatnewes ? and he ſaid: J baue ligted among a cruc of Shog- 
makers the deſt fcllowes that eucr { met witha:l; they bane franke- 
ly fedde mee without grudging , and therefoze grant mee a boone 
foz them. Aſke what thou wilt, Mercury, quoth hee, and it (hall 
bee done. Wp then, quoth bee, grant, that foz this good turne 
they haue done mee. ther may eucr ſpend agroat.afoze they canearne 
two pence. It thall bec granted, quoth he. Mercury, as ſoone as 
Jupiter had ſaid the wozd , ce bethought humleite, and ſayd: Nay, 
but that they may earne a groat afoze they ſpend two pence, foz 
my tongue flipt at the firff, Well Mercury, quoth hee, it can- 
not bee recalled, the firſt wiſh muſt tand: ano brreof by Mcrcurics 
boone it grew, that ell of the Gentle-craft are ſuch good tellowes, 
und Speniihzifts. Wut howſoeuer, none of thoſe thzee, nct- 
ther Shoomaker, Tanner, noz Currier, ſhall bee accepted to bee of 
the Jurp. 

As they went away with fleas in their eares, becing thus tauntey 

by Cloty-bzeeches, we might ſee where there came a troope of anct- 
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ent Gentlemen, with their Seruingmen attending bpon them. The 
fozemoſt was a great old man. with a white Beard, all in Ruſſetzany 
afaice blacke cloake on his backe, and attending on bun hee had ſome 
nue men: their cognizance,as i remember, was a Peacocke witbout 
a taple: the other two that accompanied hum, ſeemed meaner then 
bimſelfe : bat pet Gentlemen of good Wozſhip : wherebpon I went 
towards them, and ſalutes them, and was ſo bold as to queſtion what 
they were, and of their buſineſs. 

The moſt ancienteſt anſwered bee was a Knight, and thoſe 160 
dis neighbours : the one an Tfquire, the other a Gentleman, and 
that they baute no vzgent affaires . but onely to walke abzoad te 
take the freſh ayze. Then did I ſhew them both Cloth Bzeeches, 
and Ueluet Bꝛeeches, and told them the Controueiſie, and defaced 
their aide to bee vpon the Jurp. They (miling anſwered » They 
were content: and ſo did Cloth bzeeches ſecme torclopce. that ſuch 
boneſt ancient Engluſh Gentlemen would bee tryers of this Title. 
Bat Ueluet bzeeches ftozming, ſtept in, and made challenge to them 
all. I demanded the reaſon why hee ſhouls refuſe Gentlemen of (g 
good calling: Ind he made me this an werte: 7TAhp, pou map gefls 
the inward minde, by the outward apparell : andſ bow be is ad- 
dicted by the homely robcs bee is ſuted in. Mbp, this Knight is 
mo2tall enemp to pꝛide. and ſo to me: bee regardeth hoſpitalitp, and 
aimeth at honour, with relicning the pa2ze : pou map ſee although 
bis lands and reuenues be great, and hee able to maintaine himſelle 
in great bzanerie, yet dee is content with dome ſpun cloth, and 
ſcozneth the pzide that is vſed now avaiecs amongſt pong Up- 
farts : hee holdeth not the wozth of hig Gentry to be and conſiſt in 
U. luet bzeeches, but vaincth true fame bp the repozt of the com- 
mon ſozt, wha pzaiſe hun fo2 his vertue, ſuſtice, Liberalitie, Yoriſc+ 
keeping and Almes-decds. Vox populi, vox Dei: his Tenants and 
Farmers would it it might bee poſſible , make hum immoztall with 
their pzapers, and pꝛaiſes. Ve raiſeth not rent, racketh no lands, 
taketh no incumbs, impoſeth no mercilefle fincs , enuics not an- 
other, bupeth no houſe oucr his neigbbours head: but reſpecteth 
his countrep, and the commoditie the c2of, as veare as bis life. te 
tegardeth moze to haue the necdy fedde, to have big boozd gar- 
m3 with full platters, then to famous himlſelfe with exccfliue 
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kurniture in aypareil. Since then he (ſcozneth pꝛide, he muff of foxce 
pzoclaime hunſelfe mine enemy: and therefoze bee ſhall be none of 
my Jury z and ſuch as himſolfe J geffe the Squire, and the Gentles 
man, and therſoz8 I challenge them all.Why,quoth I,this is range, 
(hat a man ſhould be dane framaQueſt,fo; bis godlineNe. Jf men 
foz Wertue be challenged, whom ſhall we haut bpon the Jury? Pour 
obiection helps not, Paſter Ueluetbzeches: Foz if de be a man of ſo 
govly diſpoſition, he will neither ſpeake to feare no; favour, he will 
regard neither the riches of the ons, noz the plaine poverty of the - 
ther: wherebpon, lth pou haut made meatryer, A allow them all 
thꝛte to be of the Jury: and (o I requeffed them ts fit downe till out 
Jury! — which they cout teouliy did, although Ac lust bzeeches 
Dat it. 

When J looking foz moze,ſow where there came a trope of mew 
in apparell ſeeming pose hene Cittizens , in all they wers eight. 
I demanded of them what they were, and wbither they were go- 
ing. One of them that ſeemed the wealthieff, who was in a furres 
Jacket, made anſ were that they were all friends, go'ng ts the buriat{ 
of a neighbour of theirs, that pefternight died, any if it would doe 
me any pleaſure to beate their names, they were not ſo dainty but 
that they would tell them : and ſo then he began tell mee , that by his 
Art hee was a Skinner © the ſecond {ard hee was a Jopner , the 
third was a adler, the fonrth a Waterman, the fift was a Catler, 
the firt was a Bellows-mender, the ſeucnth a Plaiſterer, and the 
eight a Pinter. In good time, quotb J. it is commendable when 
neighbours4one ſo well together: but if your (peed be not overmuch, 
I muſt requeſt pou to be of a Jurp: ſo Jdiſcourl('s vnto them the con. 
trouerfie betweene Cloth bzecches , and Ucluet B:eches, and to 
what iCue it muſt grow by averdic : thep ſeemed all content, and J 
turned to the Plaintie, and Defendant , and aſked i they would 
make challenge to any of theſe? I ſcozne, quoth Telnet Bzeechcs, 
fo make any great obic&ion again@ them , th they bee mechants 
call men, and J almoft hold them invifferent : fog this J know, they 
get as inuch and moze by me, then by him. Zhe Skinner J ple foz 
Forres, whereas this baſe Cloth Bzceches bath ſcarce a gowne fa- 
ted once in bis life: the @addler, ſo; coſtlp imbzoivere. Waddles: 
the Jopner fo; (celing wp houls : the Cotler foz gilt 29 : the 
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Waterman J bſe continually, ten times ſoz dis once, and ſo like- 
wiſe ihe Plaiſterer: fo: the Vellowſ-mender, alas, pooze ſnake, J 
know him not: foz the P2zinter , alucedly, J thinke J am ſome 
ten pound in his debt koz boakes, ſo that foz mp part let them all 
paſſe. And foz me(quoth Cleth-bzeeches) but pet alittle to put them 
in remembzance of their follies, let mee haue u bout with them all: 
and firſt with yon , Paſter Skinner, to whom I can ſap little , but 
onely this, that whereas pou ſhould onelp put the backs of ſkins into 
facing, pou taw the wombs, and ſo deceive the buper : beſite, if vou 
haue ſomc fantaftike ſkin bzooght pon not wozth two pence, with 
ſome ſtrange ſpots, though it bes of a —— 2 you will ſwearc it is 
a moſt pzecions ſkin, and came from Muſco, 8: the furtbeſt part of 
Calabria. The Saddler he ſtuffes bis Panncls with Strat oz Pap, 
and ouer - glaſeth them with Pairs, and makes the Leather of them 
of Pozts, oz tand Sheepes-ſkinnes. The Jopner, though an honest 
man, pet hee maheth bis iopnts weake, and putteth in ſappe in the 
Moztiſes, which ſhould be the heart of the Tree, and all to make his 
ute lender. And pou, Cutler,you are patron toruffians and ſwaſh- 
backlers.and will ſell them a blade that may bee thzuſt into a buthell,. 
but to a poʒe mau that cannot (kill of it, you ſell htm a ſwozd oʒ rapier. 
new ouer-glaſed , and (weare,the blade came either from Turky,oz 
Toledo, Now (Paſter Waterman)pou will ſay there is no ſabtilty 
in you, foz there is none ſo ſimple but that knows pour fares, « what 
is dus between Greenewichand London, e how pou earne your mo- 
ney painfully with the ſweat of your hes: all this is true, but let 
me whiſper one thing in pour eare, you will play the goodſellow too 
much if you be well greaſed in the fift,fo; if a yong Gentlemen and a 
pzetty wench come to pou, s ſap, Waterman, my friend and J meant 
to gee by water, and to be merry anight oʒ two, I care not which wap 
no; whither we got, and thereſoze where thou thinbeũl wee map haue 
beſt lodging. thither carry vs: then off goes pour cap, and away they. 
goe, to Brainford, oz ſame other place, and then pou ſay, Oſtis, Ipꝛay 
ycu die this Gentiemanand his wife well,they tre come out of Lon.

Pet he can ſo cunningly caſt by tis att. that thre of them (hall 
not — lu the (welnemonth, and (ſs ſpotles de much gocd Pozter 
and Bzick. 

hr (quoth J) the fault is not in the wozkeman, but the beoſe- 
keeper : foz now adapes men build to pleaſe the eve, not ts pzofit the 
pode, they vſe no roft but fe: themſelves and their benſehold, nog 
no fire, but a little Court Chimnp in their owne Chamber ! how 
can the pooze Byick!aper then be blamed, when the niggardnefſe of 
the L030 and Maſter is the canſe no moze Chimmies doe ſmoke : fog 
would thep die ancient baſpitalitic as their foze fathers did, and 
value as ligbtip of pzide, as their great Grandfathers, then ould 
pou lee euery Chimnep in the houſe ſmoke, and pꝛoue that the po 
Artif.c'r had done bis part.

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le& J could bee foo bzoad in ſetting downe pour fanlts. And foz 
pou, goodman Baker, vou that loue to bee ſcenc in the open Parket 
place vpon the Pillozy, the wozld cryes out of ponr wilineſſe , pou 
crave but one deare yeere to make pour Daughter a Gentlewo- 
man: pon buy pour cozne at the beſt hand, and pet will not bee con- 
tent to make pour bzead weight by many onnces : pou put in Peft, 
and Salt, to make it heanle , and pet all pour policie cannot make it, 
but pou fine fo; the Pillozy. The pooze cry out, the rich find fault, 
and the Lozd Paioz, am the Sheriffes, like Ponozable and 
Mozchipfull Pagiſtrates, euery dap walks abzoad, and weigh pour 
bead, and pet all will not ſerue to make pon honeft men: but were 
extremitie vſed , and the Statuts put in the higheſt degree in pzas 
ice ,pou would haue as few cares of pour heades, as the Collier. 
Laſt, to pou, Tom Tapfter, that tap your (mall Cans of Beere to ths 
pooze, and pet fill them halfe full of froth , that card pour Beere (if 
pou ſee pour ghefts beginne te be dzunke ) halfe ſmall, and Erong : 
vou cannot bee content to pinch them with pour ſmall pots, and 
pour Dftrie Faggots : but have your Trugges, to daa men on to 
billanp, and to bzing cuſtomers to pour houſe, where pou ſell a 
topnt of meat foz twelue pence, that coſt pou ſcarce te: and if any 
chance to got on the ſcoʒe, you ſcoze him when he is allecpe , and ſet 
bp a groat a day moze then he hath , to find you dzinking pots with 
pour companions. To be ſhozt, thou art a Knaue, and J lite not of 
any of the reff, the way lies befoze pou, and therefoze pon may bee 
gone, fo; pou ſhall be none of the QAueſt. 

I ſmil'o to ſee ClothSÞzecches ſo peremptozie ; when I ſaw fine 
fatfellowcs, all in Pamaſke Coates, and Gownes welted with 
Welunet, very bene, and in great conſultation, as if they were to 
determine of ſome weighty matter. Dzawing necre, J lawe they 
were wealthy Citizens: ſo J went, and reucrently ſaluted them, 
and told them how wee nteded their apde , about the appeaſing of 
a controuerſie : chewing them where the Unight, Cliquire, any 
otter ſtayed, till we might finte men to fill vp the Jurp : they were 
contented; but Ucluct-bzecches excepted againft foure of them, and 
ſaid, thep were none cf his friends : that was the Perchant , Solo- 
lirath, Feiccr, and Pzaper. Mis allegetions were theſe , that they 
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commodities, buder the colour of lending of money. Foz the er- 
thant, de delivered the Yon, Zinne, Lead, Yoppes, Sugars, Spi- 
tes, Oplies, bzowne Paper, 03 whatſoencr ciſe,from fire moneths,to 
fire moneths : which when the pooze Centleman came to ſell a- 
gaine, de could not make thzeeſcoze and tenne in the hundzed, beſide 
the bſurie. The Percer, hee followeth the poung Upſtart Gentle- 
man, that hath no gouernement of himſelfe , and het fecdeth his hu- 
mour to got baut: hee ſhallnot want Silkes, Sattins, Uclucts, to 
pzanke abzoad in his pomps; but with this pzouiſo, that bee muſt 
binde ouer his Land in a Statate-Þerchant, oz Staple ; and ſo at 
laſt fozfeit all bnto the mercileſſe Mercer. and leaue himſeife never 
a foot of ground in England which is the reaſon, that foz a few 
renmants of Gelucts, and Silkes , the Perter creepeth into whols 
Lo2zdhippes. The Goldſlarith is not behinde ; foz moſt of them 
dealt with bſurie , and let poung Gentlemen haue commodities of 
Plate, foz ten in the hundzed, but they muft loſe the faſhion in ſel- 
ling it againe, (which cuts them (038) beſide, they art moſt of them 
ſkild in Alcumie, and can temper metals ſhzewdly, with ns little 
p3zofit tothemſelues , and diſaduantage to the buper : beſide , puffs 
Kings, andquaint conceits which J omit. And ſo foz you, Dꝛaper, 
be ſetcheth them off (oz Ktuery Cloth, and Cloth foz ſixe moneths 
and fire:and pet hath he moze linacks in his budget:foz he hath ſo tark 
a hop, that no man can well chuſe a piece of Cloth, it ſo ſhadowes 
the Dye and the Zhzed, a man ſhall bee deceined in the Wooll and 
the Nappe , they cauſe the Tlothwozket ſ to pzefſe them: beſide, he 
impoſcth this charge to the Cloth-wozker , that hee dzaw his Cloth 
and pull it paſſing hard when he ſets it vpon the Tenters , that bee 
may baut it fall bzeadth and length, till tied and all tcare and tent 
a pteces : what care they ſoʒ that? Fang they not a Dzawer to ſerne 
their turne,to dzaw and ſeaine vp the holes ſo cunningly, that it ſhall 
neuer beeſpyed? My lelfe haih ſcene in one bzoad Cloth cightcene 
ſcoze holes tozne,racktand puld by the Cloth. wozker,onelp to plcaſe 
the Dzaper,and decciue the common- wealth, To be ſhozt, the Clolh- 
wozker, what with rowing and ſetting in a ine nap, with pe wo ing 
it and pꝛelling it, with Cheering the Wooll to the pꝛooſe of the thzed, 
le lo curningly,tbat they pꝛooue themſelues the Dzapers mini- 
crs to execute his K if he chance to came, let hi 
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beeremembzed. Now, Str, foz the Wintner,be is on honeft ſub#art- 
tiall man, a friend to all good fellowes , and traly mp friend (oz my 
monep, and wozthy to be of the Jury. 

Why /quoth Cloth-bzeeches) I am of another minde ; fo2 7 hold 
bim as deceitfull as any of the reſt. What, the Wintner : why, bee is 
a kinde of Negromancer : foz at midnight, when all men are in bed, 
then he,fo;ſoth, fals to his charmes and ſpels, ſe that bee tumbles 
one Bogsbheas inte another , and can make a cap of Claret that bath 
loft his colour, looke high with a daſh of red wine, at his pleaſure. 
If hee hath a crong Gaſcoine wine, fo; feare it ſhould make bis 
ghelts too ſoone dz unke, de can allay it with a ſazall Rochel wine : 
he can cheriſh vp white wine, with Sacke : and perhaps if pon bid 
bim wach the pet cleans when bee goes fo dzaw pou a Quart of 
Wine, bee will leave alittle water in the bottome , and then vzaw 
it fall of Mine And what if de doe ? 'tis ne harme, wine and water 
ts good againſt the heat of the Liner. It were infimite to rehearſe 
the iuggling of Uintners , the diſozver of their houſes , eſpecially 
of the perſons that frequent them : and therefoze fith Weluet bzec- 
thes hath put by the Merchant, Goldſmith, Percer, and Dzaper, tbe 
Aintner ſhall goe with them foz company. Ag theſe were going a 
way in a (nuffe, fo; being thus plainly taunted : wee might (& a mad 
merry crae come leaping ouer the field as frolickely, as if they ought 
not all the woz1v two pence: and dzawing netter, we might percoine, 
that either bottle- Ale oz Beere had made a frap with them : foz the 
lifting of their feet, ſhewed the lightneCe of their heades, The foze. 
moſt was a plaine conntrep Sir lohn, oz Gicar, that pzoclatmed by 
the redneſſe of his noſe, be did oftner got into the Alchouſe, then the 
Pulpit: and him J aſked what they were, and whither they were 
going ? That are pou,quoth the P3icf> , that tand by the digh-wap 
to examine me : my friends? here s none ia my company but are able 
to anſwere fo; themſelues. I ſeeing they were all ſet on a merrp pin, 
told the canſe,and how the contronerfie grew betwirt Cloth-bzce. 
ches,and Aeluet bzeeches , and that we needed them to bert of the 
Queft. Matty (quoth du lohn) a good motion: know, theſe all arg 
my pariſhioners,ard we baue beene dzinking with a pooze man. and 
ſpending out monep with him; a neighbour of outs that bath loſt a 


Cow. Now fs; our names, and our Trades, this is a muß, the ſe- 
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cond , a Weaner ; the thit v, a Miller; the fonrtb, a Cooke ; the fift, a 
Carpenter; the frt,a Slouct; the ſeuenthj, a Pevlar; the cight,a Tins 
ker ; the ninth, a Waterbearcr ; the tenth, a Vuſvandman ; the ele- 
uenth, a Dyer ; and the-twelfth,a Saploz, and I their Wicar. How 
conld pon, Sir, daus a fitter duty then mee, and my Pariſhioners ? 
Pon are a little tao bziefe.qd. Cloth bzeeches : are you nat ſowe Pu- 
titan, Parſon,oz ſome fellow that raiſeth vp new ſchilmcs , and 
berefies amongſt pour people? A plague on them all qc. 3,Sir.to; the 
the wozld was never in quiet: deuotion,neighbourh@d,no; heſpitalt. 
ty nener oariſhed in thes Land, ſince ſach vyſtatt bopes,and ſhitile- 
witted foles became of the mtniſtery. J cannot tell, the y pzeach fauth, 
faith, and ſap that doing of almes is Papiſtry : but they baue taugt 
ſo long Fides ſolum iuſtificat, that they haue pzrached good wozkes 
quite out of our pariſh : « poze man ſhall as ſ@nc bzeake big neck as 
dis faſt, at a rich mans dooze: Foz. my friend, J am indeed none of the 
belt ſchollers ; pet I can reade an Yowily every Wundap and Peli 
day, and J keep compauy with mp neighbours,and go to the Alchouſe 
with them: and if thep be falus out, ſpend mp monepto make them 
friends: and on @uadapes ſametume, if god fellowſhip call me awap, 
I ſap both mozning and evening p3ayer at once, and ſo let them have 
a whole afternoone to play in. This is my lite, J ſpend mp lining 
with mp S: I erke to doe all good, and J offer nos man 
barme, Well (quoth Cloth bzecches) J warrant ihon art an bone 
Uicar, and therefoze tand by, thou ſhalt bee ons of the Que. Any 
foz pou, Smith, J ſee no great fault in you ; pon carne pour li- 
ving with the ſweat of pour bzowes, and there can be no great kna- 
nerie in you : anely 1} would hane pou to mend pour life fog daink- 
ing, ith yon are never at quiet, vnleCe the pot be Rill at your noſe. 
But you, Weaner, the Pꝛeuerb puts pou down fog acrafty knane : 
pou can filch, and Rteale, almoſt as ill as the T aploz : pour wooſe, 
and warpe , is (o cunningly dzawnse out, that yon plague the pooze 
conntreyp huſwinss foz (beir Parne, and dawbe on le much dzegges, 
that vou make it ſeeme both well wzought, and to bears waight ? 
when it is flenderly woven, and pgu have ſtelne a quarter of it from 
the pooze wife. Awap, be packing, foz you all be caſhlerv. What, 
Piller cane hands with pour bettet the Weaucr foz knauette: 
au can take Toll twics, and baue falle hoppers to conuey _ 
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the po6ze mans meale. Be gone. loue not your duffy lookes! and 
foz company, goodman Cooke , got you with them: foz pon coozen 
the pooze men, and countrep*”ermers, with povr filthy meat. Vou 
wilt bay of the wozſt, and cheapeſt. when it is bad enough ſoz dogs, 
and pet ſo powdzr it, and parboplie it, that pou will (ell it to ſom 
honeſt pooze men, and that enccaſonablp toe. It pou leane avp 
meate onernight, you make a thift to heate it againe the next pay, 
Nay, if on the Zyurſdap at nia vt there beeany left, you make Pics 
at tt on Sundcy moznings, and almoſt with pour Nlouenly knaverie 
p2iſon the pooze people. To be ſhozt, J bzookepou not, and there - 
foze be walking. Foz the Carpenter, Glouer, and TWater-becarer, 
the Huſbandman, Dier, and Savloz , fith your Trades hane but 
petty ſleigdts, and vou with Palter Uicar, vou are like to help to 
gine in the Aerdic: but fo: the Pedler and the Tinker, they are 
two notable knaues , both of a haire, and both couſin Germans 
to the Diuell. Foz the Tinker, whp, he is a vzowſle, baw>p, dun- 
ken companion, that walkes vp and doton witha trugge after bim, 
any in ſtopping one hols, makes thzee : and if in conuenicnt place, 
het meetes with one alone, perhaps rifle hum, oz her, of all that euer 
they haue. A baſe knaue without fears of God , 03 laut to any one 
but to his Whoze, and tohimſelfe. The Pedler as bad, oz rather 
wozſe, walketh the Countrey with his Dockfep at the leaſt, if hee 
haue not too his Pozts Dels, and Autem Morts: dee paſſeth tom⸗ 
monly thzough euery patre of Stocks, either fo; his Dzunkennefle , 
v2 his Lecherie. And beſide, it is repozted, pon can lift oz nip a 
boung like a guire Couc , if you want pence, and that you carry 
pour packe but fo; a colour to Made pour other villanies. Well, 
deutet, pou are both Bnanes, and ſo bee fogging. Me, quoth 

J, ſuppoſe the Jury is almsQt full, J beteene wes want not aboug 
ther z forre perſong : Looke pou Where they come to make vp 
the number, and they ſhould bs men of good viſpoſition , foz thep 
ſeeme to be all of the Countrep. As ſoone as they came to vs, J 
met them, and tolo them the matter, and they were content. The 
one ſaid, he was a Graſler ; the other, a Farmer; the other, a Shep- 
beard to them bath. What thinke pou of theſe thzee, quoth 3? Par- 
ry, ſaith Aeluet vzceches, twe of them are honeſt men, but the other 
us baſe knaue : but tis ns matter, Cuffic him tn amonght the reſt. 
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Nay, by your leave (quoth Cloth bzeeches) J will chuttle out ſbeſa 
two,foz they are the very Cozmozants of the Conntrev, and denours 
the pooze people with their monſlrous cxaction. And firft J alletge 
againſt the Erafler , that hee fozetalleth Paſtures and Peddow 
grounds foz the feeving of his Cattell, and wzingeth Leaſe of them 
out of pooze mens har cs, and in bis buping of Cattell, hee commit. 
teth great vſury foz if it pzone a wet vate, then het maketh hanoks 
and (iUeth deare,if it be a day peere,then hee bupeth cheape, and pet 
dauing Pefture,keepes them till he may come to his une pzice : des 
knoweth as well as the Butcher by the feed ot a Bullock , how mach 
Lallow he willpeely, what his quarters will amount bnto : what 
the Tanner will gine foz the Hide: Nay, what the @owſe-wines 
were able to make of the inwards : ſo that hee ſels itſs deare to the 
Butcher that he can ſcarce line of it: and therefoze what ſubtiltie the 
Eoutcher vſeth,commetÞ from the Grafier,ſo that J exempt him from 
the Quell as a bad member, and an ill friend to Cloth bz&ches. And 
fo; you, Bafter Farmer, vou know how thzough pon, conetous 
Landlozds raiſe their rents : fo; if a pooze man haue but a Plough 
land, il you ſce dis paſtures bears god grafle, and his areable grounds 
god cazne, and that de pzoſpereth and goeth fozward on it, and pzoubs 
deth and maintaineth his wife and ſeruants honefly, then 
Inuidus alterius rebus macreſcit opimis, 
V icinumque pecus grandius vber habet. 

Then ſtraight enuy picks the Farmer fozward, and be bids (hs 
Landlozd farre moze then the pooze man payes peerelp fait: \s 
that if bee be a Tenant at will, he puts dium out to beg iu the ireet: og 
when his Leaſe comes out, he ouer-loades him in the fine , and thus 
bloutſucrsth be the pet of his owne pzinate p2ofit. Beſides , the 
baſe chuffe, if bee ſees a fozward peere, and that cozne is like ts be 
plentp , then dee mnrmareth againt Gov, and (weareth and p2otes 
9: th her ſhall be vndons : reſpinting moze the filling of his owne cof- 
fers by a Dearth,then the pzofit of his country by a generall plenty. 
Stde. Su, may it pleaſe pou, when new cozne comes intothe mar- 
kct,who dzings tu to relieve the ſtate? Not pour maſterſhip.but the 
pee Vulbandman, that wants pence. Foz pou keepe it till the back 
end of the peere, nap, yeu hauc pour Garners Which haue cozne of 
two 03 thzce prere ald, vpon hope ſtill of a — 2 peere,cather _—y 
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the Wealeis cate it, then the pooze ſhould have it at anp reaſonable 
pꝛice. @0 that J conclude, pou are a Cozmozant of the Common. 
wealth, and a wzetch that liues of the ſpoile of the needp, and ſo J 
leane pon to iet with the Grafter. Parry foz the Shepheard, vnleCe it 
be that he&illeth a Lambe now and then, and ſayes the For ſtole him, 
x know little craft in his Buvget, therefo;e let him be among the ho- 
neft men of the Jury, 

Mell, Cloth bzceches (quoth J) pou are bery peremptozy in pour 
challenges, what ſap you * here come thzee oz foure Cittizens, will 
ay of theſe ſerue turne? I cannot tell /guoth he) till J know their 
names and conditions. With that J Rept afsze the company, and en- 
quired what they were: the eldeſt of them being a grane Cittizen, 
ſaid hee was a Grocer, the reſt, his good and honeſt neighbours, « 


Chandler, a Paberdaſher, aClothwozker, and two ſtrangers, one a 
Mallon, the other a Dutchman. Pow like pou of theſe ( quoth 3) 
to 


eluet Bzeeches? Well enough (quothhe) foz J amlittle ac- 
guatnted with them, pet I know thep fauour me, becauſe J baue on 
a Sunday ſeene them all in their llkes. I marry (quoth Cloth bzee- 
ches ) but they neuer get that bzauerie with honeſtie: ſoz the Cloth- 
wozker, his faults were laid open, befoze when we had the Dꝛaper 
in queſtion: and therefoze let him be packing. Foz pon, Chandler, 
J like not of pour trickes, you are too conuerſant with the Kit. 
chen-ſtuffe wiues : pou, after your weeke oz (naft is iffened, pou dip 
if in filthy dee, and after give him a coat of good Tallow, which 
makes the Candles dꝛoppe and waſte away, to the great hinderance 
of the pooze wozke-men that watch in the night. Beſide , pou pinch 
in your waights, and haue falſe meaſures , and many other knaue- 
rics that Jomit: but this be ſure, yon (hall not meddle in mp matter, 
neither the Paberdaſher,foz he trims vp old Felts, and makes them 
bery faire to the eye, and faceth andedgeth them neatly , and then 
hee turnes them away to ſuch almpleman as J am: andſo abu- 
ſcth vs with his eoozenage. Beſide, pon buy gum d Laffata, where- 
with you line Hats, that will Craight aſunder, as ſgone as it comes 
to the heateof a mans head. To bee bziefe, Fam not well ſkild in 
youy knaueries ; but indeed pon are too ſubtill foz pooze Cloth bzecs 
thes: andtherefoze pou ſhall be none of the Jurp. Parry, the Gra- 
ter ſeemes an honeſt man, and Jamcontent to admit of him, ouely 
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taue This as acaucat by the way , that pou buy of the Garbellers of 
Spices, the refuſe that thep Cft from the Merchant, and that pou 
mire againe and ſell it to pour Cuffomers. Belides, iu pour beaten 
Spices, as in Pepper, pou put in Say-verries, and ſnch vzofſe, and 
lo wꝛing the pooze : but theſe are Leight cauſes, andſs Jonerpaſſe 
them, and vouchſafe you to be of the Que. But J pay vdu. what 
be theſe two honeſt men (quoth the Gzocer?) The one a Datchman, 
and a Shoomaker,the other a Frenchman, and a Pillainer in Saint 
Martins, 4 ſels Shirts, Bands, Bzacelets, Jewels, and ſuch pzetty 
topes foz Gentlewomen. Dh they bee of Ueluet-Bzeeches atquain 
tance, Upſtarts as well as hee, that haue bzought with them pzide, 
and abuſes into England: and firft, to the Pillainer : What toyes 
deuiſeth he to feed the humoz of the vpſtart Centleman withall, and 
- of fond Gentlewomen, ſuch Fannes, ſuch Duches, ſuch Bzooches, 
lach Bzacelets, ſuch Craundcies, ſuch Periligs, ſuch Patatings, 
ſach Ruffes and Cuffes , as have almoſt made England as full of 
p30ud fopperies as Tyte and Sidon wert: there is nos Wemſter can 
make a Band 8z Shirt, ſe well as his wife: and why fozfooth ? be- 
cauſe the filthy Queane weares « Craunce, and is a Frenchwoman 
fozſooth: whereas our Engliſh women of the Erchange ars both 
better wozkewomen, and will affoozd a better penny-woozth. Any 
lo foʒ the dzunken Dutchman, this Shoomaker, hee and ſuch as hes 
is, abuſeth the Common-wealth,and the pooze mechanicall men any 
handicrafts men of London: foz our new bpſtart fooles of Ueluet- 
bzeeches fratervitie , like nothing but that the ontlandifh Ade ma- 
keth. They line no hoo ſs well as the Dutchman maketh , when 
out Cngliſhmen paſſe them farre. And ſo foz Chandlers, and all o- 
ther accupations, they are wzonged by the Dutch and French. And 
therefoze ith the Commons hate them, they cannot bee mp friends, 
and therefoze let them bee launching to Fluſhing, foz they (hall bee 
no tryets of mp contronerſie. Well (quoth 3) now J ſuppoſe the 
Jury is full, and we ſet no moze comming , let vs call them, and ſet

about bis necke : wzapt on his great head like a Wicker-cage, 
alittle Pat, with bzimmes like the wings of a Doublet, wt ec in he 
twoze a Ic well of glaſſe, as bzoad as the Chancery Seals. After dim 
followed two bepes in Cloakes like Butterflies , carrying one of 
them his cutting (ws2Þ of choller ; the other dis dancing Kapter of 
velight. His Camerade that bare him company, was a iolly light- 
{\mber d Jacke a Napes, ina Sate of watchet Taffata, cut to the 
ſkinne, with a Closke all to be dawbed with colour d Lace: both hes 
and inp gowned bzother, ſeemed bpthcir pace, os if they had ſome 
ſuttes ts Pounſieur Bootes, At length comming neere, —

diſcerne the firſt to be a Poet; the ſecond, a Player; the third, a Pu- 
ician. alias, tde Uſher of a Dancing-ſchoole. Well met, maſter Poet, 
quoth J, and welcome pon friends alſo, thoughnot ſe particularip 
knowne. So it is, though none of pon thzrs bee Commonwealths 
men, pet vpon vzgent neccfſitie , we muſt bee fozced to employ you. 
Wee bane a Jury to be impanelled (mmediatly, which one of yon 
thzee maſt helps to make bp, tuen hee which appzoones himſelfs ths 
honeſteſt man T hey are all honeſt men, e good fellowes, qd Ueluet 
bzeeches , therefoze it is no great matter whether of them we chooſe. 
The Doctozs doubt of that, quoth Cloth-bzeeches : oz Jam of a 
different opinion. This firſt, whom by his carelefle llouenly gate, at 
rf ſight, 3 imagined to be a Poet, is a waſte.good', and an bnthziſt; 
that he is bozne to make the rich, andhimſelife a Begger. 
Ak he hone fozty pounds in his purſe together, bee pats it not to bſu» 
tie, neither bupes Land noz Perchandies with it, but a moneths 
commoditie of Wenehes, and Capons. Ten pound a ſupper. Why, 
tis nothing , if bis plongh gocs, andhis Inke-hozne be cleare.Zaks 
one of them w2zth twenty thouſand pound, and hang him. Her is a 
King of dis plicaſme, and counts all other Boozes and Peſants: 
that thangh they haue monep at command, pet know not like bim 
how to domineere with it, to any purpoſe as they ſhonld. But to 
ſpcake plane, 7 thinke him an honeſt man, if hee would but livs 
wirt ein bis compaſe, and generally no mans foe but his owne: 
thercfoze I bold dun a man fr to bee. of mp Jury. Nay, quoth Usgl- 
uet-baeeches, { bave moze minde to theſe two: foz this Poet is a 
pꝛoud fellow, that becauſe de bath a little wit in his budget, will 
tontennie and miſitke vs that are the common ſozt of Gentlemen, 
and thinke wee ate beholding te him, if hee doe but beſtow a faire 
loo ke vpon ds. The Plaper,and the Uſher of the Dancing-ſchole are 
ptatur, doneſt humble men, that foz a penp, oz an old caſt ſute of appa⸗ 
rell, will do any thing.Quoth Clothb;eches,you ſap troth, thep ate 
but too bumble ; foz they bee ſo lowly, that they bee baſt · minded; 1 
meane, not in their lookes, noꝛ apparell, foʒ ſo they be Peacocks,and 
painted aũſcs, bat in thi it tourſe of lie: foz they care not how they 
get crownes, Imeane, how baſelp, ſo they haue them ; and vet of tre 
two. hols the Player to be the better Thziſtian, alttough be is in dis 
we imagination, too tull of (clfe-liking , aud ſelfe lone, and 1b vn- 
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fit fo be of the Jury, though J hide and conceale his faults and fop.. 
pccies, iu that J baue becne merry at bis (pozts : onely this J muſt 
lap, that ſuch a plaine countrey-fellow as my ſclfe , they bzing in ag 
clowaes and fooles to laugh at in their plap, whereas they get by bs, 
and of our almes the pzoudeft of them all doth live. Well, to bee 
bꝛiele, let him trot to the Stage, foz be (hall be none of the Jury. And 
fo; pon maſter Aſher of the dancing ſchools, you are a leader into 
all miſrule; pou inftracx Gentlemen to 02der their feet, when pon 
dziue them to miſozder their manners; pou are a bad fellow, that 
and vpon pour trickes and capers, till pou make young Gentlemen 
caper without their Lands. Mbp. Sir, te be flat with pou , pou liue 
bp pour legges, as a Juggler by his bands: pou are ginen ouer to 
the pompes and vanities of the wozld. Ano to be ſhozt, pon are a k- 
per of miſrule, and a lewd fellow, and pou (hall bee none of the 
Qoeft. Why then, guoth J, pou are both agreed, that the Poet is 
be that muſt make vp the foure and twentith, They anſwered both, 
Hee, and none but he. Then I calling them all together, bade them 
lay their hands on the booke. And firſt, J cald the Knight, and after 
the reſt, as they followed in ozder;then I gaue them the charge thus: 

Wozſhipfull, Sir, with the reſt of the Jury, whom wee hans e- 
lected of choice honeſt men, whoſe conſciences will deale vpzightly in 
this Controuerfte, pou and the reft of pour company are beere bpon 
pour oath, and oathes to inquire whether Cloth bzeeches hane done 
dilleiſon bnts Ueluet Bzeeches , vea, 02 no, in ez about Lonvon, in 
putting him out of franke tencment, wzonging him of bis right by 
{mboliſhing his credit, if you finde that Cloth bzeeches hath dong 
Ueluet Bzeeches wong, then let him be ſet in his fozmer efftate 
and allow him reaſonable dammages. Upon this they laiv their 
bands dpon the Booke, and were (wozne, and departed to the ſcru-» 
tine of the offender, by (nquirte among themſelues, not ſtirring out 
of our fight, oz taping long, but traight returned, and the Knight 
koʒ them as the foʒmoſt, ſatd thus: De it is, that we haue with equi⸗ 
tie and conſcience conſidered of this Controuerſie betwecne Ueluet 
bꝛeeches, and Cloth bzceches , as touching the pzerogatine of them 
both, which are moſt wozthy to be rightly refivent , and haue ſeiſen 
in franke tenement heere in England; and we doe finde that Cloth 


bzeeches is by many handed yteres moze ancient, euet lace Brute 
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an inhabitant in this Jland, and that he bath bene in Dicbus illis. x 
companion to Rings, an cquall with the Nobility,a friend ts Gentle. 
men, and Peomen, and a patron of the pose, atrue ſubiee, a good 
houſekeeper, andgenerally as honeſt as hee is ancient : Whereas 
Ueluet bzeeches is an Upftart, come out of Italy, begot of Pzide, 
nurſed vp by Selfe-lone, and bzought into this country by dis come 
panton Newfangleneſle, that de is but oflate time, a raiſer of rents, 
and an enemy in the Commonwealth , and one that is not any wap 
te be pzeferd in equity befoze Cloth Bzecches ! therefoze in genorall 
bervict wee adindge Cloth bzeeches to haue done him no wong, but 
that he hath lawfully claimdhis Title of franke tenement , 4 in that 
doe appoint him foz ever to bee refident. At this Lerdic pzonouncey 
by the Knight, all the ſanders by clapt their hands, and gaug 
a ſhout: whereat J tarted, and awaked ; fo; A was 
in a dzeame and in my ben, and ſo roſe vp, 
and wzit in a merry vaing what 
you haus heard.
